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Lonpon, Aug. 29.—It now seems to be a 
fact that the Old World needs from 70,000,- 
900 to 80,000,000 bushels of wheat more 
than the harvests of the year will produce. 
To put it in another way, the countries 
which always have to buy wheat must this 
year buy some 370,000,000 bushels, while 
the countries raising more than they con- 
sume will have about 295,000,000 to sell. 
The annual international grain market held 
in Vienna on Monday gave estimates of the 
syield of the world, which varied only in a 
few particulars from those already given, 
‘the chief differences being in unimportant 
‘countries. On the other hand. the real 
‘state of the French harvest seems much 
worse than reported at Vienna, and the same 
‘is even more obviously true of England. 
_Yesterday’s terrific storm of wind and rain 
“ended whatever chance remained of decent 
crops in Great Britain, and the English 
‘must now import at least 170,000,000 
bushels. 

France, which, next to the United States, 
is the greatest wheat producer in the world, 
has one of the worst crops ever reaped. A 
week ago it was estimated that she would 
heed to import 68,000,000 bushels. Now, 
since the fresh storm and the discovery by 
the first thrashings of the bad quality of the 
grain, the shortage is put at 80,000,000 
by the Mercuriale des Halies and at 96,000,- 
000 by Bollack, Sarassin & Co. What 
makes the matter worse is that very little, 
if any, of this can be made good by Algiers, 
where the grasshoppers have decimated the 
crop. “ 

Germany, Italy, and the Netherlands 
‘must buy more wheat than usual this year 
of the great exporting countries, We un- 
derstand here that the United States and 
Canada can be counted on to supply 
about 103,000,000 bushels, Russia 90,000, - 
000, and India 35,000,000, but in these 
latter countries there is much more un- 
certainty than in the former. From Russia, 
for instance, there are all sorts of reports, 
latterly quite’ unfavorable, and from India 
it is even more difficult to get the 
truth. But trained experts here be- 
lieve the above figures to be tolerably cor- 
rect. In any case, if these crops turn out 
larger than here estimated the daily in- 
creasing evidence of bad quality and light 
weight of crop in Western Europe will 
quite balance the gain. ° 

With such a huge deficit as this in. the 
world’s market, equal to the entire wheat

Germany, it is evident that somebody must 
cut down the consumption of bread and 
that there will be tierce competition for the 
possession of the grain markets on the Con- 
tinent, which have been showing an almost 
steady rise for the last 10 days, with few 
fluctuations resultant upon declines in 
America. As a rule, prices have been higher 
and advances sharper in Paris than el}se- 
where, but yesterday London and some 
English provincial markets distanced any 
other spurts of the season by a sudden ad- 
vance of from 6 to 9 cents per bushel upon 
last week’s prices for foreign wheat. This 
panic was palpably due to the drenching 
rain and heavy windstorm, as in places 
where the rain was not violent prices 
showed less change. ' 

The wheat market in England is stilla 
curiously parochial affair, dependent upon 
all sorts of local conditions and influences, 
Liverpool generally foliows New-York and 
San Francisco, but London is more con- 
eerned in the Baltic trade and not so easily 
moved by American quotations, and pro- 
vincial markets, like Leeds, Rochester, and 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, think most of the local 
‘crops and demand. Hence prices for the 
past week have been much atiected by ca- 
pricious weather, a bright day frightening 
buyers, a heavy rain stiffening sellers; but 
yesterday’s storm has so knocked out what 
remained of the English crop that this 
can no longer be the case. Already we 
catch a glimpse of what the wheat shortage 
means by the discovery that bread has gone 
up a penny on a quartern loaf in many 
parts of London siuce Monday. 

The Northern Workhouse authorities have 

‘their hands full with an army of Irish 
laborers, who are accustomed to come to 
England for the harvest. This year they 
find no work for them to do, and the labor- 
ers have ne meavs with which to get home. 

What adds to the sinister aspect of the 
outlook is the sad failure of the potato crop 
in many parts of England and all along the 
west coast of Ireland. This alone would 
have made a bad Winter here; combined 
with dear bread, it is a gloomy enough out- 
look. ; 

One of the first results of the shortage will 
be a vigorous demand in France for a remis-

THE QUALITY SOMEWHAT INJURED. 

THE SPRING AND WINTER WHEAT CROP 
OF ILLINOIS. 

Quincy, Ill., Aug. 29.—Wheat in Central 
and Western Illinois was somewhat damaged by 
frequent rains during the early Summer, and so 
the quality of the grain is not quite up to the 
average. The berry is smaller and softer and 
the crop asa whole will not grade as high as 
Illinois wheat usuaily does. The acreage of 
wheat planted in this section is larger than 
usual and the yield isfully up to the average, 
15 bushels to the acre being considered a fair 
average for this entire lovality. While many 
hundred acres of wheat were lost by the Goods 
in the lowlands along the Mississippi River, it 
is the general epinion that this loss is made 
good by the uniformly fair yield throughout the 
whole territory and the increased acreage, On 
the whole, the wheat harvest in Western and 


Central Illinois is very satisfactory, and the 
yield will be greater than the average. 


SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Aug. 29,—The quality 
of the wheat crop of Illinois is much below the 
average. The unfavorable weather since the 
harvest for thrashing has caused much incon- 
venience and loss, and there have been many 
complaints of wheat apegeting 
The Winter wheat area of the State this season 
is reported by assessors to be 2,178,964 acres, 
which, according to the best authority, will 
average 15 bushels per acre, making the aggre- 
gate crop ef the State $2,722,150 bushels. The 
Spring wheat area of the State produced 1,595,-

MINNESOTA’S CROP. SHORT. 
MORE DAMAGE BY FROST THAN WAS 
. REALIZED AT FIRST. \ 

St. Pau, Minn., Aug. 29.—Owing to the 
lateness of harvest operations, it is extremely 
difficult to make a reliable estimate of the prob- 
able yield of wheat in Minnesota. The result of 
the thrashing so far has not been very satis- 
factory, and has not come up to expectations, 
Fieids that were expected to cut 20 bushels to 
the acre are only thrashing 15, and others 
estimated at 15 are cutting but from 10 to 12. 
Thrashing so far has been confined principally 
to the southern portion of the State, which does 
not cut a very large figure in the total amount 
of wheat raised. In the northern portion of the 
State the wheat is only just being stacked. This 
is the district that was affected by frost, and 
what the damage will be will only be known 
when thrashing commences. The fact of 
the matter is, that instead of the frost 
damage having been overestimated, it has 
probably been underestimated. The total crop 
for 1887 was 36,000,000 bushels. This was the 
official statement, but it is now claimed that 
30,000,000 to 32,000,000 would have been 
nearer the correct figures. The crop for 1888 
will unquestionably be much shorter than that 
of last.vear. The most sanguine place the 
crop at 25,000,000, while other well-posted in- 
dividuals claim that it will not be more than 
18,000,000 bushels. <A fair estimate is about 
22,000,000 bushels. 

While there 1s a difference of opmion regard- 
ing the yield, the quality is a subject that ad- 
mits of no discussion. It is a pour crop and 
will not grade within 50 per cent. of the crop 
of last seasun. The amount ef No. 1 hard will 
be very smallindeed, and the greater part of 
the yield will be No. 2 and No. 1 Northern.

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Aug. 29.—What

KanSAS City,’Aug, 29.—The wheat crop 
of Kansas and that portion of Missouri whose 
natural market is Kansas City will equal the 
figures made in eariy reports. Considerable 
damage was caused gn certain sections by 
heavy rains during vune and July, but the gen- 
eralaverage willcome up to the June predic- 
tions. Kavsas has between 15,000,000 and 
20,000,000 bushels this year with an acreage 
of about 1,000,000. In 1884, with 2,465,000 
acres in wheat, the yield was 49,500,000 bush- 
els. The great decrease in acreage is due to 
the fact that the farmers during the past four 
years have gone in more fur a diversity of 
crops, such as oats, flax, &c. Many more ¢at- 
tle have also been raised. The quality of Kan- 
sas wheat this yearisnot up to expectations, 
while that of Missouriis excellent. The yield 
in Missouri, however, is below last year’s 
average. Grain men claim that the wheat 
ucreage in Kansas will be largely increased 
this Fall owing to the higher prices:‘new pre- 
vVailing and the failure of corn in the western 
counttes. Probably 2,000,000 acres will be 
sown to wheat this Fall. 


FROST’S WORK IN DAKOTA. 
NO CHANCE TO EXCEED LAST YEAR’S 
WHEAT RECORD. 

BisMaRcK, Dakota, Aug. 29.—The status 
of the wheat harveat of tlfe Territory is such as 
under ordinary circumstances to admit of an 
approximately close estimate of the average 
yield per aere. The factor that renders such an 
estimate of mueh less value is the late frosts, 


the full effects of which cannot be ascertained 
until the grain is thrashed. In Central and 
Southern Dakota the crops were not materially 
injured, while on the line of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad, the Missouri slope, and the ceuntry 
west of the Misseuri River, the average yieid 
would be lowered perhaps 10 per cent. In the 
Red River Valley the estimated loss varies from 
15 to 30 per cent, and in the cen- 
tral and northern part of North Dakota, 
embracing the WDevil’s Lake region as its 
southérn boundary, the luss is estimated at 
25 te 50 per cent. Whenit is considered that 
the yield in Southeastern Daketa was not large, 
and that the wheat crop of South Dakota as a 
‘whole is comparatively small, that Central Da- 
kota is the enly other Sebigs pe of the Territory 
unaffected by the frost that visited the Northern 
Pacific counties and the Missouri slope where 
the crop was abeve the average, it will be seen 
that the yield is subject to abeut 10 per cent.

At Hallock, 
Minp., in addition to slight frosting a kind of 
blight is reported, the nature or extent of which 
is not fully understood. ‘There can be no doubt 
now but that the frost damage was serious, both 
north and south of Devil’s Lake. Thegrade was 
so badly impaired in that region that there 
will be but a small proportion of the wheat 
marketed ag No. 1 hard. The _ report 
from Devil’s Lake City says that there 
will not be over half a crop, and the 
Church’s Ferry report gives a similar estimate. 
In Griggs County, southeast of Devils Lake, the 
wheat wae badly frosted, and the farmers are in 
avery blue frame of mind. They claim that 
they had prowise of the finest yield in three 
years, but the frost came and dashed theirhopes 
to the gruund, Seme go so tar 43 to say that 
not a bushel of wheat in the eounty will come 
up to the No. 1 hard standard. Benson County 
wheat bas also suffered considerably. 

But while this is the case in these unfertunate 
localities, the advices coming from Western, 
Central, and portiens of Suuthern Dakota, and 
from the grain-bearing region of Northern Min- 
nesota, are, as a rule, encouraging. They could 
not'be expected te be uniformly so. There will 
be avery large general crop, but whether the 
damage by frost and the blight in some sections 
willbe made up by the exceptional yieldin 
othors it remains for the thrashers to declare, 
With regard to the condition of thecrop in 
Western Dakota it was never better at harvest 
time, while a correspondent in Southern Da- 
kota repo?ts that thecrop in Davison, Hinson, 
Aurora, Douglas, Brule; Charles, Main, Hutch- 
inson, Sanborn, and Jerauld Counties is the 
best that has been grown in six years. From 
Pierre the report also comes that in Sully, Pot- 
ter, and neighboring counties the crop is the 
best that has over been raised. Estimates run 
as high as 30 bushels per acre. 





THE IOWA DEMOORATS. 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE STATE CONVEN- 
TION YESTERDAY. 

Drs Mornss, Iowa, Aug. 29.—Only one 
of the far northwest counties failed te be repre- 
sented in the Democratic State Convention, 
which met at Foster’s Opera House to-day.

On either 
hand were portraits of Cleveland and Thur- 
man, framed in the same gorgeous Autumn 


flower, with decorations of red, white, and blue 
satin ribbons at the four corners, Immense bou- 
quets of bright geraniums and delicate gladio- 
jus surmounted the whole, making the picture 
a& very pretty aud effective one. ‘Io the 
right of the stage fronting the audience was 
the motto in black and white, “Sectional Strife 
is National Death;’” to the left, **A Condition 
Confronts Us, Not a Theory; while overhead 
were the words, ‘*Special Taxation Subverts 
Free Governwent.” 

Many ladies clustered on the stage, and the 
boxes were filled with the fair sex. The Rev. 
George C. Henry prayed for the purification of 
politica and the making of good laws; for tie 
destruction of partisanship and the building 
up of purer, nobler citizenship. Temporary 
Chairman Healy, who came for the 
first time before the eye of the State, 
delivered an address of decided merit, felicitous 
in vowposition and full of nervous force.

RETALIATION UPON CANADA 


DISOUSSING THK TERMS OF 
THE PROPOSED BILL. 

ITS PROVISIONS TO BE MADE MORE 
EXPLICIT—THE TERMINATION OF 
ARTICLE XXIX. OF THE TREATY OF 
1871. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—The sub-commit- 
tee of the House Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs, consisting of Mr. McCreary of Ken- 
tucky, Mr. Chapman of Michigan, and Mr. 
Hitt of Illinois, will to-morrow make a re- 
port to the full committee on the Presi- 
dent’s retaliation message and the Wilson 
bill to carry out the suggestions of the mes- 
sage. In considering the bill it became evi- 
dent that it would be desirable to make it 
more explicit in its relation to bonded 
goods proceeding both ways across the 
United States. It has also been decided to 
add a bill authorizing the President to give 
notice to Great Britain before making proc- 
lamation that the United States, regarding 
the twenty-ninth article of the treaty of 
1871 as terminated, and having suspended 
the statutes permitting the transshipment 
of goods in bond, that privilege is with- 
drawn in consequence of discrimination by 
Canada against the people of the United 
States. The sub-committee has got along 
very smoothly, but it is not impossible that 
friction may be developed in the full com- 
mittee. 

Mr. McCreary and Mr. Chapman have 
no doubt that the President’s. positive 
language about the termination of Article 
XXIX. was fully justified, and there has 
not been any attempt to dispute its cor- 
rectness. The Administration of Gen. 
Arthur furnished to the volume of foreign 
relations for 1883-4 a chapter that has evi- 
dently been referred to by President Cleve- 
land and Secretary Bayard. Minister Low- 
ell, on Aug. 28, 1883, sent word to Secre- 


tary of State Frelinghuysen from the United 
States Legation, London, that he had re- 
ceived a note from Lord Granville in which 
Lord Granville inquired whether the Brit- 
ish Government correctly understood it to 
be the intention of the United States that 
the provisions of Article XXXII., relating to 
Newfoundland, should cease to be in force 
at the same time as the articles recited in 
the notice which relate to the Dominion of 
Canada treaty of 1871. It seemed to Mr. 
Lowell that the proctocol of the conference, 
held by the Secretary of State and the Brit- 
ish Minister, May 28, 1874, and recited in 
the proclamation of the President declaring 
the Articles from XVIII. to XXV. and Arti- 
cle XXX. to be terminated in accordance 
with Article XXXII., must apply by impli- 
cation to Newfoundland as well as to Can- 
ada. To Mr. Lowell’s inquiry Secretary 
Frelinghuysen forwarded the following 
letter: 
DEPARTMENT OF STATE, 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 16, 1883. ; 

Str: Answering your dispatch, No. 615, of the 
28th of August last, [have to inatruct you to 
inform Earl Granville that her Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment correctly understands the intention of 
the Unitea States Government to be that the 
provisions of Article XXXII. of the treaty of 
Washingten, which relate to Newfoundland, 
shall cease to be in foree and operation at the 
same time asthe articles reeited in the notice 
of termination given by youon the 2d of July 
last, which relate to the Dominion of Canada. 
His lordship’s inquiry of the 22d of August 
does not appear to invite any discussion of the 
points involved or to ask anything more than a 
simple declaration of the intention of the Gov- 
ernment as to the scope of the notice ef termi- 
nation so gtven. For your information, may 
however observe, that while the treaty itself 
does not in. terms provide for ternninating 
Article XXXII, that article, so far as it con- 
cerns the extension of the fisheries stipuia- 
tions to Newfoundland, is ‘ependent wholly 
upon the articles specified as terminable,and that 
such extension can Only last so long as the 
privileges to be extended continue to exist, as 
thoy do by virtue of the treaty and of the ascer- 
tained and proclaimed parts of legislation being 
in force for the execution of the treaty in both 
the United States and Canada..The United 
States statute to that end of March 1, 1873,in 
terms continues effective so long as the specif- 
jeally terminable articles of the treaty shall 
continue and no longer. The thirty-secoud 
article, therefore, loses all valid operative force 
with the removal of the sole basis of the con- 
joined treaty and legislation upon which it 
rested.

ed, as has Article XXXIL, by implication. 


President Cleveland’s retaliation message 
was not taken up in the Senate to-day, but 
in spite of that Mr. George has succeeded in 


delivering a part of his speech on the sub- 
ject and will finish to-morrow. The confer- 
ence report on the Sundry Civil Appropria- 
tion bill was the regular order of business 
in the morning hour, and when it was taken 
up the political discussion which filled up 
yesterday’s sitting wasresumed. Mr. Gor- 
man made an earnest and temperate reply 
to the remarks of Messrs. Allison and Hale, 
and quoted numerous statistics in support 
of his assertion that extravagance could not 
truthfully be charged against Mr. Cleve- 
land’s Administration. Among other in-: 
teresting comparisons the Senator brought 
out the fact that while a navy 
and fortifications had been provided 
under this Administration, together with 
great guns to man them, and while the pen- 
sion appropriations had been enormously in- 
creased, the cost per capita under Mr. Cleve- 
land was $4 30; a8 against $4 62 during the 
Gartield and Arthur Administrations. 
When Mr. Gorman sat down Mr. George 
obtained recognition. He had been waiting 
three days for an opportunity to speak on 
the retaliation message and was not dis- 
poced to wait longer. He remarked that

into the debate yesterday, and he therefore 
felt justified in speaking on that subject to- 
day. Mr. George was astonished, he went

He then 
made an elaborate argument maintainmg 
the President’s position that the Retaliation 
act of 1887 was not sufficient to cover all 
the wrongs of which this country com- 
lained. kt was late when the Senator fin- 
ished this portion of his speech, and he 
therefore yielded to a motion to adjourn, 
leaving the rest of his remarks to be deliv- 
ered to-morrow. Mr. Cullom will follow 
Mr. George with a defonse of the Republic- 
an position, and then Mr. Vest will take up 
the cudgels for the President’s supporters.

The members of the Special Immigration 
Investigation Committee returned to this 
city to-day from Boston. They have com- 
pees their labors until after election. In 

ovember they expect to meet again and 
visit Detroit, Port Huron, and San Fran- 
cisco. The testimony they have taken so 
far and their report in connection with it 
will be printed soon. Several of the mem- 
bers of the committee who have not visited 
their districts for 10 months will go home 
this week. 1 of them express satisfaction 
at the resuits of the investigation. “If 
there was ever any deubt about the inade- 
quacy of our laws for the protection of 
American labor it should be removed b 
the results of this investigation,” said 
Congressin _Ford to-day. “It has 
shown violations of our immigration 
laws by wholesale. One of the Im- 
migration Commissioners of the State of 
New-York testified before our committee 
tbat the administration of the immigration 
laws was a perfect farce as far as they 
affected the importation of pauper labor. 
Thousands of these people come here who 
are not entitled to come under our present 
laws. Any honest, able-bodied man who 
wants to make the United States his home 


| should be welcomed to this country, but the 
induced, stimulated immigration of pauper 


labor must be stopped, or the American in- 
dustrial situation will become absolutely 
appalling. If we are to protect the Ameri- 
can laborer the way to protect him is 
against pauper competition. We cannot be 
protected by imposing tariffs on goods, 
Our present laws take care of our American 
manufacturers. The foreign product that 
competes with him is restricted in its im- 
portation by law, but the American laborer 
is left to shift for himself. I firmly believe 
that the present importation of pauper 
and contract labor seriously threatens the 
well-being of the country. As to what the 
proper remedy may be the committee has 
yet reached no conclusion.” 


It looks as though there would be an 
utter failure of {the attempt to‘get an ap 
propriation for fortifications. The Army 


bill, which has been a bone of contention 
for the Military Committee and the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations recently, came 
back from the Senate with amendments 
providing for purchase of steel forgings, a 
gun factory, and ordnance to be supplied 
through the Ordnance Board.

The result is that the Military Com- 
mittee members are very indignant, declar-

ferrees opposed to the measure favored by 
the committee. Other. members of the 
House defend the Speaker, who has chosen 
the committee of conference to carry out 
the expressed wishes of the Hose. Mr, 
Townshend wants to get a bill, and he will 
allow the Sundry bill amendments to fall 
if there is any chance that the House may 
agree tothe Senate amendments reported 
to-day. The Senate. bill, however, looks 
like a patchwork, and as it carries the pro- 
vision for accepting sample guns from pri- 
vate establishments, a provision the House 
has rejected, it is regarded as doubtful 
whether it can be acceptably modified in 
the present temper of the House, 


There is to be another “ Hard Cider” con- 
ference of Republican Senators to-morrow 
night, when+Senator Edmunds will have 


the pleasure of the company of some 
20 or 30 other Senators to talk over the 
Tariff bill. ‘The last meeting of the Sena- 
tors was at Mr. Chandler’s, where the ‘“‘or- 
der of business” in whose interest the con- 
ference was called, forgot to keep the en- 

agement, and the Senators brought in the 
Taritt billas the guest of the evening and 
‘tried to decide whether they had better 
cultivate his acquaintance or kick him out. 
‘To-morrow night the Tariff billis announced 
as the honored guest, and it is intimated 
that there is to be a determined effort made 
to force him upon the Senatorsswho are 
adjured by Mr. Edmund’s autograph note 
of invitation to be on hand at 7:30 sharp 
to be introduced to the long-looked-for but 
unwelcome “‘thing.” There is to be_no 
free whisky, that is, in the bill. Mr. Ed- 
munds, like Mr. Blair, is understood to be 
teetotally opposed to it, and several other 
Senators who attended the Evarts and 
Chandler conferences are reported to have 
declared that they wont touch spirits, in 
the bill, in any shape. They will “take 
sugar in it,” however, whatever it may 
be, for the bill has been made up 
with a 50 per cent. in sugar. The indiffer- 
ence of the Republicans to the vote of 
Louisiana and the failure of, the sorghum 
experiments in Kansas, which they think 
they can carry, cut or no cut, has led them to 
conclude to reduce sugar taxes. Mr. Sher- 
man has been and is still obstinate about 
wool. He wants the taxes of 1867 restored. 
The sub-Committee on Finance will not 
concede Sherman’s demands, so far as they 
call for a restoration of the wool taxes of 
1867, but they hope to satisfy him 
with changed duties on worsteds. Out 
of delicacy and with’ an eye to re- 
taining the Republican vote in Maine until 
after the election of September at least, 
there will be no interference with lumber 
at the present time. It is the intention to 
bring the bill in clean in that respect and 
to make the cut later on when all danger to 
Mr. Reed is passed, and the Wéstern Sen- 
ators are to understand that they are to 
have the cut before the bill is disposed of. 
While this is the programme there are not a 
few Republicans who believe that the bill 
will not get beyond a report and a debate 
that is to be kept up long enough to divert 
attention if possible from the President’s 
message on retaliation.

“We straight- 
ened you out, Colonel?’ said Obed Wheeler, as 
they talked over the incident on the piazza of | 
the United States Hotel to-day, ‘folded your 
arms, turned up your toes, and made you as 
comfertable aa possible, supposing of course, 
you had received your death wound.” But the 
stretcher came along and conveyed the Colones 
to the hospital. He was absent from his regi- 
mentonly a few months. Col. Cruger was 
reared in Dutchess County, which is the home 
of Congressman Ketcham, Assemblyman Mase, 
and other tough men. He always aescribed his 


vigorous constitution to his early life on the ~ 
Dutehess hills. 

Warner Miller will not begin a systematic 
canvass till after the Nationai Encampment, 
which is to be held at Columbus, Ohio, on Sept.

of high license. If they ain’t now they will be 
before the canvass is over.” 

There was manifested a disposition this morn- 
ing to learn exactly who was responsible for the 
liquor plank as it stands. Nobody has eome for- 
ward to claim it as his handiwork. It seems to 
be a composite affair, in which the tender feel- 
ings of rum sellers and temperance foik were 
about equally considered. Telegrams are 
known to have been received from some of the 
latter urging that the phrase “hich license” be 
omitted entirely from the platform. The argu- 
ment of some of thease persons was that Prohbi- 
bitionists would be won over by this omis- 
sion; of others that a recent Methodist 
Cenferenee having declared a want of 
sympathy for the licensing of liquor sales, it 
would be “ goed policy” to drep the obnoxious 
phrase ana thus avoid giving offense. It is 
known that Ellis H. Robertsof the Utica Herald 
drew a plank and dropped it into the commit- 
tee’s reom. He declines to recognize the thing 
that appeared as his. The Chairman of the 
committee, Sereno E. Payne of Auburn, is a 

ersonal friend of Seuator Frank Hiscock, and 
8 ——— to have been guided the least bit by 
the judgment of the latter. Mr. Hiscock came 
to Saratoga very anxious to adopt a high-license 
plank, unequivocal in its terms. It now ap- 
pears that he devoted seme considerabie time 
yesterday and the day before to urging the 
adoption of some such piank as that of last 
Fall, which meant little or nothing. In other 
words, he seeméd desirous to etraddie the ques- 
tion in true Syracuse fashion. When thie fact 
came out to-day be was indignantly character- 
ized by agentleman as “the modern American 
chump.” The word is not to be found in the 
Dictionary, and when the gentleman was pressed 
for a description he tersely replied: ‘** A chump, 
as 1 anderstand it, is a man generally with 
® large and torpid liver, who thinks he has mas- 
tered the universe, but who manages to make 
himself ridiculous by his officious efforts to con- 
vey that idea to the rest of mankina.” Senator 
Evarts fooled with ahigh-license plank last 
Fall; Senator Hisceck took his turn this year. 
It waa suggested to-day that the President's 
fisheries message would prove a better subject 
for either of these distinguished gentlemen to 
handle than high license. teer that Warner 
Miller should have received the first stab in the 
back from Hiseock rather than from Platt. 

Subway Commissioner Hessis puzzled over 
the antics ef the voters of the aristocratic 
brownstone district, known as the Republican 
Twenty-first. ‘‘Why,” he asks, “was Assem- 
blyman Crosby élected by only a hundred or 
two majority? and he was an unexeeptionable 
candidate, when Fred Cook, the Democratic 
eandidate fer Secretary of State, carried the 
district.”

MoLaughlin has 
signed & contract with Campbell & Hankine for 
the remainder of the year, and the fact that ho 
had ertered the employ of George Hankins was 
freely commented upon as another step in the 
dowaw.rd career of he who Was vice America’s 
most popular, famous, and pre-eminen tly 
honest jockey.

The Dwyers have secured the secend call on 
both Murphy and Barnes, and they will do 
most of the riding for the Dwyers during the 
remainder of the year when not etigaged by 
their respective stables.

St. Louis, Aug. 20.—The Jute Bagging 
Trust has srotised the indignation of all the 
Cotton planters in the Southwest, but there 
seemns to be no escape from the robber taxation 
thus imposed. St. Louis handles 250,000 Gales 
annually, and a prominent factor says that if 
the trust was to halt at the present advance it 
would cost the planters $300,000 over the cost 
last year. During the past week the Jute Trust 
has advanced the price another cent per pound, 
and Warren Grats of St. Louis has teld a New- 
Orleans reporter that it will probably go to 
15 cents. In view of this robvery, actual 
and proposed, various methods of  resiast- 
ance have been planned. Col. Jerome Hill of 
Hill, Fontaine Co. said: “I consider the 
hign price of jute Lagging attributable to un- 
ustifiable war taxes made by the high tariff. 

alf the bagging made in the United States is 
manufactared here in St. Louis, say, 25,000,- 
000 yards. and under the guise of protesting 
the 1,600 peorly-paid men, women, and chil- 
dren in this city a tax is put on the pour laboring 
white and negro cotton raisers of the South of 
$3,000,000 each year. With the three-eent tax off 
of bagging it would sell at about 7 cents, while 
it is worth to-day 124 cents per yard. There is 
no remedy for this evil save to allew the world 
to compete in the manufacture and sale of the 


necessities of our people and put an end to 
trusts.” .

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WON BY A HOME-RUN HIT 


HOW BOSTON TOOK ANOTHER 
GAME FROM NEW-YORK. 

AN UNEXPECTED HIT BY A NEW PLAYER 
DOES THE WORK—OHICAGO ALSO 
BEATEN—OTHER GAMES, 

Another home run won a game from the 
Giants yesterday. Boston held the lead from 
the outset, and the local players, by the hardest 
kind of work, managed to score the one run 
necessary to ‘tie’ the game in the last inning. 
Just as the 4,000 spectators were congratulat- 
ing themselves a little player named Quinn, 
who was recently engaged from the Des Moines 
Club, made a home run and won the game. 
Quina, like Brown, who won Monday’s game, is 
net regarded asa heavy hitter, and the drive 
he made was unexpected. Even his clubmates 
did not look fer anything remarkable from him 
in the way-of batting, as Capt. Morrill before 
the game, speaking of the new player, said: 
“He's a lightning fielder but a weak batter.” 

While Quinn’s hit won the game this is not 
directly the cause of defeat. Weak batting, and 
to no ether cause, can the Giants attribute their 
failure to win. When the bases were empty 
they hit fairly well, but just when @ single 
would do effective work the players seemed to 


be unable to make one. ‘hen, too, the base run- 


ning was bad. The men did not lack speed or 
courage, but they did not seem to get the neces- 


sary start to get te second base in safety, and 
on this account chances to tally ns in the 
fifth and six innings were sacrificed, Both 
Keefe and Sowders pitched goed ball, but the 
New-York man got the better support. If his 
colleagues had batted a little bit they would 
have won easily. Sowders did not fool them 
any. Only two of the New-Yerks retired on 
strikes, while ten of the Bostonians fell before 
Keefe’s puzzling curves. The New-Yorks man- 
aged to find the ball often enough, but they 
seemed bent on sending it in the air, as 14 of 
the men retired on fly catches, 11 to the out- 
fielders, 

Through a poor decision Boston lost a run in 
the firstinning. Johnston hit safely, was ad- 
vanced to second on an out, and came in when 
Kelly hit to left field. Ward threw the ball to 
Ewing, and Umpire Valentine called Johnston 
out, when to all appearances he had reached 
his destination in safety. Boston took the lead 
in the thirdinning. Johnsten nit safely, stole 
to second, and came home on Brown's hit. 
Slattery appeared to misjudge the latter, and 
took it on a short bound. Fer eight innings the 
Giants failed to send a man around the circuit, 
although they had men on bases in every inning 
but the eighth, In the ninth, however, 
they succeeded. Ward, the first striker, made a 
re hit to left field, and as Glenn allowed the 

ali to pass him he took two bases. Tiernan’s 
eut to Brown sent him to third, and he scored 
on a close call when Connor hita fly to Brown. 
This was the signal for oy and the crowd 
shouted so loudly that the cheering could be 
heard for @ radius of a quarter of a mile. 
O’Rourke made a two-base hit, and again the 
erowd yelled, Then Slattery hit to Johnston

Before the sounds of the wild shouts of the 
oyous multitude had died out little Quinn faced 

eofe, He gauged the first ball pitched and 
sent it over Sluttery’s head and among tite car- 
riages in centre field. He touched first, second, 
third, and finaily home base, and the game was 
won. Save a few Boston enthusiasts present 
there was nobody to cheer Quinn. But what 
they lacked in numbers the Bostonians made up 
in noise. 

“ You’ré a daisy, you’re a daisy!” yelled Gen. 
Dixwell, who follows the Boston Ciub from city 
to city every year. ‘Boston is yours; you can 
have the Bunker Hill Monument; the State 
House will be your’residence.” He kept on in 
this strain for some time while waving his hat 
frantically. The crowd tiled out, looked at and 
listened to the General, but not a word was said. 
Th ree straight defeats at the hands of the Bos- 
tons were teo much for the admirers of the 
Giants, and they went home in an unhappy 
frame of mird and with a weakened appetite. 

Sharp field work would have prévented Quinn 
from seering in the last inning. The ball was 
returned to Ward in time to catch Quinn at the 
plate very easily, but he put out one hand to 
étop it and the sphere bounded out of his reach. 
This piece of work was commented tpon by 
hearly all the spectators. The impression pre- 
vailed that Ward saved the game and then lost 
it.

BLAINE’S LATEST SPEECH. 


AN ATTACK ON TARIFF REFORM AND 
THE PRESIDENT. 

Carats, Me., Aug. 29.—The Hon. James 
G. Blaine addressed an audience of from 3,000 
to 5,000 people in this city this afternoon. He 
devoted the opening portion of his speech to 
an attack upon the Mills Tariff bill, whicn he 
said might aptly be termed ‘a bill for the 
destruction of the material interests of Maine.” 
It is @ bill, he said, to throw open our American 
market to Canada without consideration, recom- 
pense, or exchange of any kind. This giving 
away of our markets impressed him as all the 
more remarkable because the very men who 
poseq the billin the Democratic House have 

een for years advocating reciprocity with 
Canada, The bill gave away nearly every ma- 
terial interest ef Maine, and viewing it 
merely as a trade or ‘‘ swap,” he should be ut- 
terly ashamed of any Maine horse jockey who 
could not do better. 

Commenting on President Cleveland’s retalia- 
tory message, he asked why it might not be 
Teasoned that, as soon as the Senate defeats 
Mills’s bill, the President will not make another 
sumersault and change as radically in regard to 
tariffs as he has in regard to the fisheries. Said 
Mr. Blaine: “ May not his belated letter of ac- 
ceptance disclose auch a radical but teriporary 
change a8 will show him a protectionist up to 
the point of a prohibitory tariff? Would it bea 
whit more inconsistent than his sudden sonver- 
sion on the fisheries?” He had nothing to say 
against Canada. They do exactly as they have 
aright te do,and he neither disputed their 
right nor envied their position. ‘If they come 
with us they can have what we have,” Mr. 
Blaine said, “but if is an absolute wrong 
against the rights of American citizens that 
maillions of men who owe the United States no 
allegianse, who take no part in nor lot with us, 
who are not of us, but chovuse to be fereign to 
us, shall have exaetly the same share in our 


markets and the same privileges of trade under 
our flag that we have.’ 





BAD FOR THE PRISONERS. 

St. JoHN, New-Brunswick, Aug. 29.—In 
the Tobique tragedy the web woven around the 
mén now in custody seems to grow stronger. It 
is reported that shells of cartridges used in the 
rifles have been found on the greund, and that 
witnesses summoned, including members of the 
families of the prisoners, will supply the most 
conclusive evidence that the prisoners are 


guilty. The proceedings are expected to be of 
the most startling and sensational character. 
Major Howes was in this city to-day. Speaking 
of the murder of his wife, he alluded in warm 
terms to tne kindness shown him by every 
dweller on the Tobique with whom he had become 
acquainted. Against himself and family per- 
sonally he felt there could be no feeling what- 
ever. With regard to his presumed intentions 
as to Sunday fishing, Major Howes frankly said 
that he believed that in his evidence before tha 
Coroner’s jury he referred to his intention to 
fish the pool on Saturday night ana the next 
day.

PORT OOMPLETED-—-FACTS FOR OLD 
SOLDIBRS TO PONDER. 

WaSHINGTON, Aug. 29.—The Commis- 
stoner ef Pensions has completed and sent to 
the Public Printer his report of the operations 
of the Pension Bureau for the year ended June 
80, 1888. It sets forth the functions of the sev- 
eral divisions of the bureau, and gives a sketch 


the application until its final adjudication. It 
also shows that there were: during the fiscal 
yearended June 30, 1888, added tothe pension 
golis, 60,352 new names, (the largest annual in- 
erease in the history ef the bureau,) making a 
total ef 452,557 pensioners on the relis at the 
close of the year, classified as follows: 326,835 
invalids; 92,928 widews, minor children, and 
dependent relatives; 37 Revolutionary widows; 
806 survivors of the war of 1812; 10,787 
widows of those who served in that war; 
16,060 survivors ef the war with Mexico, 
and 5,104 widows of those who served in that 
war. The names of 2,028 previously dropped 
were restored to the rolls, making an aggre- 
gate of 62,280 pensioners added during the 
year. During the same period 15,730 were 
dropped from the rolis on account of death and 
various other causes, leaving a net increase to 
the rolls of 46,550 names, There have been 
1,166,926 pension claims filed since 1861, and 
737,200 claims of all classes have been allowed 
since that date. The ameunt paid for pensions 
since 1861 has been $963,086,444. Increase of 
pension was granted in 45,716 cases. The 
average annual value of a pension at the close 
of the year was $125 30, a decrease of $4 80. 
The deerease in average annual value is due to 
the fact that a large number of Mexican war 
pensioners at the rate of $8 per month (which 
is below the average rate) were added to the 
rolls during the year, and furthermore that the 
death rate among the high-grade pensioners 
Was greater than among pensioners of 
lower rate. The aggregate annual value of 
pensions is $56,707,221, an increase of $3,882,- 
579. The amount of pensions paid during the 
year was $78,775,862, an increase over the pre- 
vious year of $5,308,280. The total amount 
dispursed by pensien agents for all purposes 
was $79,646,146. The cost attending such dis- 


bursements was in the aggregate $3,262,524, i 
being a fraction less than 4 percent. of the tota 
expenditures of the bureau. The total amount 
expended for all purposes was $82,038,386, 
being 2119 per cent. of the total estimated gross 
ineome of the United States Government for the 
period. The total expenditures of the Gevern- 
ment for the fiscal year 1888 were $267,924,- 
801, se that the amount expended for and on 
account of pensions was nearly 31 per cent. of 
the entire outlay of the Government. The av- 
erage duratien of the lives of pensioners is 67 
years; the average length of time served in the 
army by these who are. receiving pensions en 
account of the late war is more than two years, 

There were recelved 2,698,000 letters during 
the year, an enormous crease over previous 
years—an average of 224,833 letters per month 
or 8,993 per working day. Ninety-four theu- 
pand four hundred and ninety-eight letters 
were received from members ot Congress alone. 
The total number of letters sent out was 
1,836,182. Many inquiries were answered by 
the issuance of pension certificates or by 
printed circulars, and frequently a single letter 
was found to be sufficient to answer several in- 
— in the same claim. There were filed 

uring the year 47,840 sgeieens Se original 
peemions. 11,789 widows, 2,785 minors, 2,446 

ependent mothers, and 1,883 dependent 
fathers, making a total ef 65,7 The 
highest number ef claims on account of the 
late war was received from Ohio. Indiana fel- 
lowed next, then New-York and Pennsylvania, 
and from Montana, Utah, and South Carolina 
none were received. The Adjutant-General of 
the Armv removed 1,100 charges ef desertion 
from the military records of the volunteer sol- 
diers of the late warn, Five hund and twenty- 
eight of this number refer to pending 
pension claims. Up to June 30 last, 26,5 
claims pase filed under the Perpen Pension 
act, 19,788 being survivors a 6,793 widows. 
All cempleted cases of this ne ans trong rid su 
vivors and 5,195 widow cases—have been al- 
lowed. The rejections were 2,321 survivers and 
601 widows’ claims, mainly becayse the appli- 
cants had rot arrived at the uired age ef 62 
years, Ferty-flye of these applications were 
consolidated with claims already fi unde 
other laws, Of these Mexican olatms only 
1,892 were unsettled on June 30, the evidence 
filed being insatticient. 

The work of the Boards of Review and Re- 
review is practically mo to date. The army and 
navy survivors division has comple ita 
roster of medical officers of the late bs 5 — 
taining the names, service, and Post Office ad- 
dresses of over 10,000 veluateer army surgeons, 
a record which is invaluable in enabling olaim- 
ants to obtain the necessary evidence. The 
pomoene of war records and field and general 

espital records are also well advane The 
law division has submitted 170 cases to the 
Department of Justice for prosecution—60 for 
offenses by attorneys and 140 for offences by 
other persons. Of this numper 6 have been 
acquitted and 4 ignored b ee Juries. 
leaving 160 awaiting t he spirit o 
the bureau is “Wo compromise with 
those who willfully violate the pension law and 
no prosecution ef those w sinned threugh ig- 
norance and whe are Willing te make restitu- 
tien when the same is demanded of them.” Fif- 
teen theusand three hundred and thirty dollars 
of illegal fees have been reeovered and refunded 
to the sioners interested. By the operations 
of the me@ical division the number % zat 8 has 
been decreased from 151 to 103. The highest 
rate paid under the general law was $72 per 
month; the lowest was $2 per month. Allow- 
anoes by 8 jal acts of Congress range from 
$10 te $416 66 per month. An important feat- 
ure of the report ef the Medical Reféree is a tab- 
ulatien of disability for which pensions have 
been granted, 

The average number of special examiners in 
the fieid was 241; the number of reports aub- 
mitted, 32,731, containing 162,954 depositions 
at acest of $408,032. The special examiners 
submitted an average of 11 reports and 56 de- 
positions per month at a cost ot $12 40 per 
report, an increase of nearly one-half report 
per man and a decrease in the cost of 25 per 
cent, Notwithstanding the suecess of this di- 
vision 17.950 eases are awaiting examination— 
an average of 67 cases per examiner. The 
Commissioner was ferced to furlough 153 spe- 
cial examiners in June, the apprepriations hav- 
ing been exhausted. Over 85 per cent. of all pen- 
sioners are pald by the Pension Agents within 
10 days after the quarterly payment is due, and 
payments cannot be made more rapidly without 
multiplying the agencies. One hundred thou- 
sand cases of increase of pension under recent 
legislation have been settled without expense or 
delay to the peusioners, 

The Commissioner states that he sent copies 
of hia annual report for 1887 te the commanders 
of the various military departmenta of the 
United States with a request that after exam- 
ination they would submit suggestions looking 
to imprevements in existing laws, which action 
was earnestly approved by the President. A 
majority of these officers, ing. ens. George 
Crook, Thomas H. Ruger, John Gibbon, W. Mer- 
ritt, and Cols. (commanding) Thomas ni. Ander- 
son, P, T. Swain, and A. G. Brackett, expreased 
the opinion that the present pension laws are 
amply sufficient for every emergency, and near- 
ly all were of the opinion that a rigid physical 
examination should be conducted at discharge, 
which should be certified to by a couneil con- 
vened for the purpose and made a part of the 
military history of each seldier, the Govern- 
ment thereby being protected from fraudulent 
claims, 

A new featvre of the reportis the discussion 
of special pension acts and their relation to the 
administration of the general pensien laws. It 
shows the various stages through which a spe- 
cial act passes from its receipt at the Executive 
Mansion to the issue of certification. In addi- 
tien a table is furnished shewing the total num- 
ber of special pension acts whieh have become 
laws since 1861 as fellows: 1861 to 1865—41 
(Lincoln ;) 1865 to 1869—431, (Johnson;) 1869

ESOAPED THE GALLOWS, 
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‘AN ACKNOWLEDGED MURDERER SLAYS 


HIMSELF WITH POISON. 
ROcHESTER, Aug. 29.—Murder does not

| tribunais. This was exemplified by a startling 


ment to be meted to the perpetrator by earthly 


revelation made by a djstinguished lawyer of 
this city to-day. On a dark, blustering night in 
March, 1878, Frederick Hamm, an old man 
about 50 years of age, residing on the line 
between the towns of Clarkson and Hamlin, sat 
by hia kitchen fire with hie back te the window, 
reading his paper. In this position be was left 
alone by his family, who went te a neighboring 
heuse to spend the evening. On their return 
they were horritied to tind him sitting in his 
chair, his paper on his lap, the window imme- 
diately back of his head broken, his skull 
fractured, and his heaa blackened with powder, 
showing clearly that he had been brutally 
murdered by the discharge of a gun through the 
closed window, against which he was sitting. 
The muzzle of the gun had been plaeed so 
clese to his head that the entire charge had en- 
tered his brain, not even a shot miesing. The 
detectives at once commenced a thorough in- 
vestigation of all the circumstances, and the 
neighbors aided in searching for clues which 
wight identify the murderer. A short distance 
from the window a trail commenced, and a lins 
of tracks made by a human foot was found run- 
ning in @ direct line and parallel with the high- 
way toward the house occupied by George 
Boyce and Nichelas Engler, a few hundred feet 
distant from the place of the murder. The foot 
of the murderer had sung is the yielding 
ground for quite a distance, and immediately 
after the tracks were made the weather had 
changed, becoming colder, and freezing the 
ground, had preserved the well-defined impres- 
sions. The tracks began a sbort dis- 
tance from the Hamm residence snd 
apparently terminated a short distance from 
the Boyce and Engler houses. All the neigh- 
bors came to see and gossip and search except- 
ing only George Boyee and Nicholas Engler and 
during the day they were observed to drive by 
without stopping. This being observed sus- 
picion was immediately directed toward them.

Engler, on the contrary, was 
nervous and excitable, and had as guilty a bear- 
ing as @ murderer could be expected to exhibit. 
Engler a short time sinee prepared a complete 
eonfession, which is now believed to bein the 
hands of friends of Boyce, but which has not 

et been made public, completely exonerating 

oyce and showing that Engler was animated 
by hatred of the old man Hamm, because the 
latter objected to his addresses to his ste 
daughter. The Hon. George Raines, prisoner's 
counsel, knew of the re ot ete confes- 
sion. In an interview to-day Mr. nes said: 

“Engier had lived ever since in constant fear 
of a trial for his crime. The indictment is still 
pending, and occasionally he called at my office 
to interview me in regard to it.

TWO BOATLOADS OF MEN SWALLOWED 
BY THE SEA, 


MONTREAL, Aug. 29.~The steamship 
Bratsberg, Capt. Neilson, of Porsgrand, Nor- 
way, bound for Montreal with a cargo of coal, 
struck a reef off Cap & la Baleiné on Saturday 
afternoon and knooked a large hole in her 
bow. The water rushed in in a torrent, 
and the Captain was obliged to run 
her on the beach and telegraph the Quebeo 
agents for help. On Sunday the wind freshened 
to a gale and two lady passengers, Mrs. Murray 
Doda and Miss Barrington, who were on their 
way from Sydney, Cape Breton, to New 
York, became frightened and the Captain 
got out a boat and took them ashore. 
On Monday the wind increased so much 
that the crew coneluded that their only hepe 
was to reach shore, and so they put offin two 
boats, 12 men in one boat and 5 in the other. 
They left the ante at 2:30 P. M., and attempted 
to rew ashore in the teeth of a heavy gale, 
but after two hours’ hari work the men 
were exhausted, and the head of the large boat 


was seen to swing around till the boat turned.

There is to be another conference of 
Republican Senators in Washington to- 
night, at the house of Mr. EpMuNDs, for 
the purpose of seeing what can be done 
about that tariff bill. One thing seems to 
be practically agreed upon, that it will pro- 
vide for a 50 per cent. cut in the sugar 
duty. lLouisiana’s industry will receive 
no consideration at Republican hands, 
although many colored’citizens are engaged 
in it, because there is nothing to hope from 
Louisiana’s vote, and the sorghum of 
Kansas and the beets of California will have 
to stand itin the hope that they will stick 
to the party anyhow. SHERMAN is stiff on 
the wool question, and:his demands will be 
so far respected as to leave the present duty 
untouched, but the conference will not 
venture on:,any increase. The probable 
treatment ofthe lumber-question is a fine 
illustration of Republican methods in deal- 
ing with the tariff. Western men want 
the duty removed and Maine men 
want it retained, So if a bill is 
reported before the Maine _ elec- 
tion in September lumber will be let alone 
in it, but with the understanding that the 
duty will be cut by amendment later on. 
It is special interests and special localities 
that are considered, solely with. reference 
to party effect, and not at all the general in-' 
terests of the people of the country. But 
any reduction of duties will be a “surren-: 
der” of some,part of the present system, and 
will pull one of the main supports from 
under the national platform. Besides, it is 
evident that all this tinkering is a make- 
believe intended only for buncombe. 








The case of the settlers on lands now in- 
eluded in what is known as the Maxwell 
grant is.certainly a hard one, and they are 
entitled to some adequate form of indem- 
nity from the Government, As far back as 
1869 the limits to which the claimants 
were confined were restricted by authority 
of the Interior Department to about 93,000 
acres of the more than 1,700,000 which. 
the settlers claimed under the grant as con- 
firmed by Congress.

Settlers entered upon them. and made im- 
provements. Under a decision of the Su- 
preme Court that confirmation of the grant 
by Congress validated the claims to the 
whole tract patenis were later on issued 
tothe claimants and now the settlers are 
treated as trespassers and threatened with 
ouster from their homes, though they re- 
geived title from the same Government that 
afterward transferred it tothe claimants 
under the grant, which was beyond doubt 
greatly extended by fraudulent proceed- 
ings. The wrong was all done before the 
present Administration came in and ail 
eftorts to rectify it have been in vain on 
account of the Supreme Court decision and 
arefusal of a rehearing. The only thing 
that can.now be done is to indemnify the 
settlers as fully as possible.

.and. his friends has rested largely on the ex- 


pectation that-Gov. H1Li would be his op- 
ponent. The liquor plank of the platform 
was devised with a view to making it 
serve a8 @& means of presenting an 
issue against Hirt if he should be 
the candidate, while casting an anchor 
to the windward to hold ‘“‘ Republican 
saloon keepers” if he should not. be nomi- 
nated.

UNLAWHUL AQUEDUCT ALLOW- 
ANCES. ° 

So far as the interests of the taxpayers of 
New-York City are directly involved in the 
honest performance of work upon the aque- 
duct, the report made yesterday by the Com- 
mittee on Finance and Audit of the Aque- 
duct Commission is much more important 
and startling than any testimony yet 
brought out by the Fassett committee. In 
the interest of public morals the 
exposure of the corruption which led 
to and followed the reorganization 
of the commission in 1886 was necessary 
and wholesome, but the Fassett committee 
has not yet shown that any considerable 
amount of money has been misappropriated. 
In the report prepared by Commissioner 
Scotr and yesterday adopted by the com- 
mission it is made evident that a very large 
sum has been paid to the firms of contract- 
ors without warrant of law through the 
remissness or collusion of the members of 
the old commission. 

In brief this report shows that an allow- 
ance aggregating $585,498 was made to 
the contractors on Sections 2 to 9, inclusive, 
for excavation outside of the outer line of 
the brick lining. This allowance was made 
by giving a retroactive effect to Chief En- 
gineer CHURCH’s letter of May 23, but the 
terms of that letter are contrary to the 
opinions given by Corporation Coun- 
sel LAcOMBE for the engineer’s guid- 
ance in making these allowances, 
The question is, therefore, whether this 
allowance was lawfully made, and if 
not, whether a sum equal to the 
amount which has been paid to the con- 
tractors may be deducted from any 
moneys now due them. But subsequent to 
May 23 allowances for extra excavation 
amounting to $152;890 were made under 
the chief engineer’s letter fixing the cross 
section, and the question arises whether the 
engineer had the authority to fix a cross 
section differing from the plans in accord- 
ance with which the contracts were made. 
If not, this sum of $152,890 in addition 
to the $585,998 must be deducted from 
the amounts payable to the contractors. 

Upon these questions the commission 
asks the opinion of the Corporation Coun- 
sel, but the tone of the report and the facts 
it presents raise a presumption not to be 
overlooked that this great sum of $738,388 
has been expended without lawful author- 
ity. The technical point involvedis whether 
the contractors must be required to follow 
the line of the perimeter of the aqueduct 
with reasonable closeness, 4 course which 
demands some skill and care in the use of 
explosives, or whether they are to be al- 
lowed: to make the blasts in a haphazard 
fashion, using the most powerful explo- 
sives in deep holes, and then collect, at 
the cubic-yard rate, payment from the city 
for the needless excavation outside the 
brick lining. 

It is to be noted that the sum involved is 
large—nearly three-quarters of a million 
dollars. Itisto be noted also that these 
allowances followed at no great interval 
the reorganization of the commission in 
1886, and a member of one of the firms to 
which these allowances have been made 
was a party to the scandalous ‘deal’ 
which brought about the change in the 
commission. If the unlawfulness of these 
allowances is established there 1s a good 
prospect that the city will be insured 
against loss, as the amount retained by the 
city as security on account of defective 
work added to the 10 per cent. retained 
under the terms of the contracts will be 
sufficient to cover the improper allowances. 








WHO PAYS THE DUTY? 


In his recent speech at the ‘ Georgia 
Chautauqua” Mr. McKINLEY asserted that 
the consumer in this country does not pay 
the protective tax on imported articles. It 
is true enough in dull times that the whole 
of the tariff tax is not added to the price, 
but something is added, or there would be 
no protection. If it really costs more to 
manufacture a protected article in this 
country than the price for which the for- 
eign article can be imported, and thai is 
the theory on which protection is based, 
the imported article would always undersell 
the domestic, if, as Mr. McKINLEY says, 
the manufacturer and importer divide the 
duty between them. If the cost of cotton 
cloth is 6 cents a yard in Manchester, 
and, by reason of wasteful methods 
of manufacture, is 12 cents in the 
United States, the English manufact- 
urer and the importer might divide the 
duty between them and still undersell the 
American product; hut if the cost is about 
the same in the two countries the payment 
of the duty by the manufacturer is likely

| In the Lron Age of Jan, 5, 1888, there is an 
| article on ‘The Steel-Rail Trade in 1887.” 
As is well known, this was an unusually 
prosperous year for the steel-rail industry. 
The demand for the product of the mills 
was so great that the price ran up to $42 50 
| a ton, and the average price of the year 
was very nearly $38, while $31 was the 
lowest price paid, and that for a very small 
quantity of rails. In June of that year, 
when the price of domestic rails was $38 
and $39, foreign rails sold for $40 at New- 
Orleans. The Iron Agesays: ‘ During the 
month European producers sold 20,000 tons 
for the South and Southwest, one lot at 
$40 50 at New-Orleans, and 15,000 tons 
for the Pacific coast onthe basis of $45 at 
Portland, Oregon.” 

Who paid the duty on theserails? Tho 
domestic product cost the manufacturers 
about $27 the ton, while the foreign rails 
cost not more than $21. If the foreign 
makers paid the duty, they would have sold 
their rails at an average of not more than 
a fair profit on $21, adding freight and in- 
surance, or less than the American cost of 
production. Asa matter of fact, however, 
the rails were bought abroad in the foreign 
market and at foreign prices and the im- 
porter was compelled to charge his customer 
the duty in order to recoup himself. This 
explains why foreign rails brought $40 
and why the manufacturer in this country 
was enabled to charge so much for his own 
goods, 

This simple recital taken from the col- 
umns of the organ of the ironmasters 
makes the ‘fat letter” perfectly intelligi- 
ble and restores the Republican campaign 
from the twist given to it by Mr. McKin- 
LEY to its logical course. It is a curious 
and interesting symptom of the protection 
disorder that no two of its victims can pos- 
sibly say the same thing of the economic 
condition of the country. 








THE ENGLISH HARVEST. 

It seems likely that the effect of the 
weather upon the wheat crop in England 
this year will be more disastrous than for 
any season since 1879. If the whole of 
Great Britain were planted with cereals the 
yield, even with good harvests, would come 
far short of sufficing for the needs of the 
population. The area withdrawn from cul- 
tivation by being devoted to parks and 
shooting grounds, although the English land 
reformers make it a subject of agitation, is 
really inconsiderable. It is simply impos- 
sible that such an extent of land should 
support so many people, and it is a question 
merely of how much of the food supply 
must be imported. But this question be- 
comes very serious when it is estimated by 
the London News that three-quarters of the 
bread to be eaten in Great Britain next year 
must be made from imported wheat. 

Such a condition in the country which is 
our largest customer is, of course, of the 
utmagt importance to us ina political as 
well as in a commercial sense. The most 
immediate moral to be drawn for us from 
the failure of the British harvest is the 
absurdity of the expectations of those 
Canadians who hope that the mother coun- 
try will tax American wheat in order to 
avenge Canada for the withdrawal of the 
privilege of importing her supplies by way 
of the United States, free from the duties 
our own citizens have to pay upon tiose 
supplies. The failure of the home crop 
will advance English prices far beyond 
their normal rate, and will operate to some 
degree as a handicap upon her manufact- 
urers for which the most important of all 
raw materials is cheap food for the work- 
men. To propose that at such a time the 
price of bread shall be still further in- 
creased by a vindictive tax upon the prod- 
uct of the country that contributes most of 
the imported supply ‘is beyond the hard- 
ihood of the most courageous Tory Squire. 
Even Mr. CHapuin of Lincolnshire, who 
has for so long been endeavoring to exclude 
American cattle and pigs from the British 
market on sanitary grounds, would hesitate 
before asking the House of Commons to 
tax American wheat for the benefit of the 
agriculturists of Russia and Manitoba. 

But there isa much more important les- 
son to be drawn from the failure of the 
British harvests. A country which must 
import three-quarters of its food may never- 
theless be highly prosperous so long as 
nothing happens to interrupt the ordinary 
operations of exchange; but its prosperity 
and even the lives of its people depend 
upon the maintenance of its communica- 
tions undisturbed. Itis under enormously 
heavy bonds to keep the peace. A blockade 
of the ports of Great Britain that should 
be only moderately effective, or an inter- 
ruption of her commerce onthe high seas 
that sufficed to annoy and embarrass it, 
continued for a single season, would starve 
her into submission. There is more than 
one continental nation which has sufiicient 
maritime power to effect this, even though 
none is equal to Great Britain in paval 
force. This isto say that, until the mil- 
lennium arrives, w country so overcrowded 
thatit cannot feed its own people or nearly 
feed them will bein a precarious condition. 
A war that would entail discomfort only 
upon a nation largely agricultural would 
be ruinous to such a nation. In our 
own country most happily this state 
of things seems yet very far off With 
our arable land still far from being 
cultivated to the utmost, we are able, 
not merely to feed ourselves, but to 
supply from our surplus the deficiencies of 
Great Britain. “It should be our aim to 
maintain this advantage as long as possible. 
It diminishes yearly by the natural increase 
of our population, and that is a diminution 
for which we must be prepared unless we 
are prepared to act upon the conclusions of 
MALTHUs, and to keep our population sta- 
tionary, as France alone among civilized 
nations has succeeded in doing. But besides 
our natural inerease we are receiving an 
artificial increase by immigration, none of 
which can any longer be said to be abso- 
lutely needful, while much of it is even now 
burdensome and pernicious, and will be- 
come more burdensome the longer it con- 
‘tinues. As provident administrators of our 
patrimony, it behooves us now to take 
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measures for the restriction of the immigra- | 
tion which is yearly bringing us now to the 
conditions that have produced ‘the pauper 
labor of Europe,” Sean 

MAGAZINE RIFLES, 

Some interest is manifested to learn 
whether the military authorities in the an- | 
nual reports, which are now in the course of 
preparation, will recommend for our army 
@ repeating rifle such as nearly all nations 
now favor, The recent accounts of the per- 
formances of the new Lebel rifle adopted 
by France show that the earlier reports of 
its efficiency were not exaggerated. Its 
rapidity of fire, its accuracy, and its great 
range, are remarkable, and to these .qual- 
ities is added a deadliness of effect from the 
difficulty of curing the wounds it makes. 
Meanwhile nearly every other country of 
consequence in Europe has either adopted 
some repeating rifle or is testing the various 
systems offered for competition with a view 
to procuring the best. 

The distinguishing feature of the newest 
form of magazine arms is a very small 
bore. The advantage of this will be ap- 
parent. One of the great objections to the 
use of repeating rifles for the ordinary 
soldier has been the temptation they. offer 
him to waste ammunition. With the ability 
to blaze away almost incessantly in a fire 
at will, he will be apt to exhaust his 
stock of cartridges too soon, and may then 
become useless through the inability to 
procure soon enough a new supply. The 
number he can carry on his person is limited, 
and while the necessity of loading for each 
shot in the ordinary rifle enforced a certain 
degree of deliberation in the expenditure 
of ammunition, the very rapidity and vol- 
ume of fire which constitutes the advantage 
of the magazine arm have the drawback of 
disposing too quickly of the soldier’s or- 
dinary supply of cartridges, 

But the resort to the small calibre enables 
him to carry nearly or quite twice as many 
cartridges as with the large calibre, and 
thus one. great objection to the repeater is 
modified or removed. Coupled with this is 
the use of powerful compressed powders, 
which further reduce the weight of the 
cartridge yet give greater range than the 
old powders. The bullet, also, is usually 
incased with steel, avoiding what is called 
“stripping,” and properly taking to the rifle 
twist. When it is considered that the vari- 
ous steps in this process have carried the 
calibre from .50 of an inch down to .32 and 
even to .30, the great change which has 
been wrought must be apparent. 

The value of the small bore is made strik- 
ingly obvious by the action of some Govern- 
ments in suddenly suspending operations 
which they had begun for the manufacture 
of the larger calibres. Austria was turning 
out her large calibre Mannlicher magazine 
rifles in great numbers when her attention 
was called to the claims of the small bore, 
and the Styria manufactory was ordered to 
deliver no more of the others. England 
had more than 100,000 of her new single- 
loader Enfield-Martinis of .40 calibre ready 
for distribution, when it was settled that 
-31 was to be the calibre of the new one. 
Germany found the same necessity thrust 
upon her, after having supplied her troops 
with the converted Mauser. Italy, the Bal- 
kan States, and other countries are pursuing 
a like course. 

Several years ago trials of various 
Magazine guns were made in our own 
army. The indications were reported 
to be against them at that time, the 
objections chiefly turning on the breech- 
loading mechanism, which was thought 
by some to be too complicated and dif- 
fficult to work and keep clear. But, what- 
ever the facts then, there have since been 
great advances in the manufacture of mag- 
azine guns, and in the powder and bullets 
provided for them. With their high veloc- 
ity and flat trajectory, and with their in- 
crease in the number of cartridges carried, 
they are too valuable not to demand adop- 
tion.in this country, especially since Ameri- 
can ingenuity and skill are found at the 
top in this as in other departments of the 
construction of small arms. Gen. SHERI- 
DAN in his last annual report urged the 
prompt selection of one of the best existing 
patterns, unless a still better could be de- 
vised at an early day. 
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The Aldermen have evidently bungled 
the business of suppressing the bobtail cars, 
The Mayor pointed out to them that they 
were empowered to make reasonable regu- 
lations only touching the street railroads, 
and that it was not reasonable to require 
the companies to replace their bobtail cars 
with double cars in so short a-time as the 
ordinance of the Aldermen allowed.for that 
purpose. If the terms were extended, the 
Mayor added, the courts would doubtless 
hold the regulation reasonable. Upon this 
the proper course for the Aldermen was 
evidently to amend the ordinance by ex’ 
tending the time and to send the amended 
ordinance to the Mayor for his approval. 
Instead of that they permitted the ordi- 
nance to stand, and passed a resolution 
concurring in the sentiments expressed by 
the Mayor. This resolution, it appears, is 
of no legal force or validity. If the com- 
pany chose to resist the ordinance in the 
courts, it might set up that it was not a 
reasonable regulation, inasmuch as it re- 
quired impossibilities, and the courts would 
probably sustain that position, thus secur- 
ing delay until another and reasonable 
ordinance could be prepared and passed. It 
is not likely that the company will take 
that position in the face of an aroused pub- 
lic opinion, but the Aldermen should not 
have given it the opportunity.

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THE WORK OF HIGH LICENSE. 


BUT FOR GOV. HILL THIS MIGHT BE 
TRUE OF NEW-YORK. 

St. PavL, Minn., Ang. 29.—High license 
in Minnesota has entered upon its second year 
in almost every county of the State. As is well 
known, this law imposes-a minimum liquor 
license of $1,000 in all cities of over 10,000 in- 
habitants and of $500 in all other places, and 
makes it optional with the local authorities to 
make it larger. When the law went into effect, 
July 1, 1887, saloon keepers had no means of 
knowing whatits effect upon their business would 
be. Doubtless some, whose past business would 
hardly warrant the payment of the ne 
took licenses out in the hope that ne ean 
of the whole number of saloons consequent upon 
the enforcement of the] w and the stricter reg- 
ulation thrown about the liquor trade would in- 
crease their business sufficiently to make up the 
alfference in the cost of the ~permission to sell. 
Doubtless others considered it impossible to pay 
the license and abandoned the business, when a 
knowledge of subsequent affairs would have 
kept them init. Therefore a comparison of the 
number of licenses in foree immediately after 
the commencement of the operation of the law 
might not indicate the true effect of high li- 
cense as well as figures taken after at least 
@ year under the new system. Accordingly th¢« 
Pioneer Press has sent circulars to the county 
seat of every county in the State, asking for the 
number of licenses before the law of 1887 went 
into effect and the number now. Replies have 
been received from more than 70 of the 80 
counties, giving the data asked. The counties 
from which no replies have been reedived are 
largely those in the northern wilderness of the 
State, where there areno means of enforcing 
the law or knowing of its violation. In the 
others a careful estimate has been made, based 
on figures previously received. 

These replies show the law has leffected a de- 
crease of about 1,200 in the number of saloons 
in the State, or nearly one-half of the whole 
number under low license. This,in the face of 
the growing population of the State,in the 
cities, towns, and villages, is a remarkable 
showing for the high-license system, and this 
fact alone would justify the wisdom of the 
policy. This, however, is but one feature of the 
beneficial effect of high license. The reports 
from almost every county show that the ricid 
provisions of the law are feared by saloon keep- 
ers and are generally observed by them. Sun- 
day selling has greatiy decreased. “ Blind pigs” 
are almost unknown, it being as much to the 
interest of licensed dealers as tothe authorities 
to hunt them down and clese them out. The 
saloonsin the cities are centralized and area 
more easily watched. These which were closed 
were largely of a very low order. 

In the mazter of public morals there has been 
a decided change for the better. In the smaller 
towns and villages the police business has 
vastly decreased, and with it driuxing and 
drunkenness. In the larger cities the decrease 
in these particular directions is not so re- 
markable, but when the centralization of the 
business and the consequent better police sur- 
veillance is considered, this is fully accounted 
for. The reperts all indicate that the con- 
sumption of liquor in the couatry has de- 
creased since the passage of this act ina pro 
portion equal to, or greater than, the reduction 
of the licensed saloons. The law has not only 
decreased saloons and drunkenness and in- 
creased the revenues of most of the counties, but 
it has tended to increase the purity of elections, 
particularly in the towns and villages. It has 
taken the power of fixing the license out of the 
hands of the local authorities, and hence the 
question of electing officers who shall grant as 
low a license as possible no longer comes up. 
The people can vote on the question of “no 
license,” but there is no longer the issue of low 
license or high license to come into the election 
of Aldermen, Village Council, or Selectmen. 

It may be safely said that tne people of Min- 
nesota are more in favor of hich license now 
than ever. It has brought nothing but benefit 
to the State and has, by its practieal working 
for more than a year, proved itself to be a wise, 
just, and most successful measure. Even the 
opposition to itfrom the saloon keepers them- 
selves is much less than it was immediately 
after its passage, and it now finds its greatest 
and almost only opponents among the prohibi- 
tion element. 





10 SAIL THE RAPIDS. 


AND THEN CROSS LAKE ONTARIO IN A 
: SMALL BOAT. 

Lockport, N. Y., Aug. 29.—Canada’s 
great fair and industrial exposition is to be held 
in Toronto from Sept. 10 to the 22d, and is to bs 
opened by the Governor-General, Lord Stanley. 
On Wednesday of this week Charles A. Percy of 
Niagara Falls, while in Toronto, made arrange- 
ments with the manager of the fair, H. J. Hill, 
whereby between this and Sept, 12 he (Percy) is 
to start from the Old Maid of the Mist landing, 
on the Niagara River, in the same boat in which 


he passed through the Rapids last Summer safe- 
ly, and make the passage through the Rapids, 

own the river, and across Lake Ontario to To- 
ronto, where the boat and Percy will be on ex- 
hibition. To say the least, 1t will be a novel 
trip from Niagara Falls to Toronto by boat. If 
the lower river were only navigable in every 
sense of the word from its mouth up it would be 
a@ truly delightful ride up through the narrow 
gorge. In speaking of the contemplated trip to- 
day Perey said: 

“Yes, I fully expect to make the trip in my 
boat from the Falis to Toronto between now and 
Sept. 12. In going through the Kapids I expect 
to be sheltered by gle air compartments. I will 
stop at Lewiston just long enough to take 
abeard a couple of friends who live here, and 
who are Willing tocross the lake in my boat, but 
do not care for the Rapids trip. It is not my 
intention to have the time of making the trip 
public, as I prefer people to know that I-do not 
wish to draw a crowd.” 

It is about 40 miles across the lake from 
Youngstown to Toronto, and if Percy makes the 
trip allright it will bring his boat into promi- 
nence as to its value for different purposes. It 
will be remembered that it is but 17 feet long, 
with a width of beam of 4 feet 9 inches. It is 
made of rock elm, the siding being three-eighths 
of an inch thick, and has 64 ribs in the bottom. 
Aleng the keel is fastened a piece of an iron 
rail 15 feet iong, that weighs about 250 pounds. 
There are two air compartments. It has a cov- 
ering of canvas, and since his trip of last year 
has been lying in a shed in the rear of the 
United States Hotel at Suspension Bridge. Be- 
fore he makes the voyage slight alterations will 
be made in the craft, so that it can carry sail.

JUDGE THURMAN WILL BE 

HERE ON SEPT, 6. 

PREPARATIONS FOR SUCH A WELCOME 
To HIM AS HAS RARELY BEEN 
GIVEN ANY PUBLIC MAN. 

One of the largest and most brilliant re- 
ceptions ever given to any public man in this 
country will be given by the united Democracy 
of this city to Judge Thurman on Thursday, 
Sept. 6,a week from to-day. Judge Thurman 
has written to Col. Briee that he will arrive here 
on that day, and the preparations for the ovation 
have been already begun.

It is proposed to have the meet- 
ing presided over by August Belmont or Eugene 
Kelly or some other representative Democrat 
who has not been identified with either faction of 
late years, for this is to be a united Democracy 
celebration, and factions will not be recognized, 
The Vice-Presidents will be all the prominent 
supporters of Cleveland and Thurman in this 
city, aud will sit around Judge Tharman on the 
platform. .

F. B. THURBER’S REASONS. 

Mr. Francis B. Thurber gave some more 
reasons yesterday why he, who voted against 
Mr, Cleveland in 1884, will vote for him this 
Fall. He said: “I cannot see that the Milis 
bill, which only reduces the averege from 47 per 
cent. to 42 per cent., can be fairly considered a 
free trade measure. Iam not a freetrader. I 
believe that industries which have grown up 
under high tariff conditions should not be ex- 

osed to such sudden or too great reductions; 

ut both parties potent themselves in 1884 to 
reform the tariffand reduce the surplus, and 
the Democrats have been trying in good faith 
to do so, while the Republicans have done 
nothing but obstruct. 

“{ did not support Mr. Cleveland before. I 
did not like some of his acts while Governor of 
this State, but I think, on the whole, be has 
made a safe and good President and is engsitled 
to have four years more in which to develop 
and try the tariff policy he has marked out. 
There were Republicans who predicted the 
country would be ruined before if he was 
elected, but it has not beenruined. The Re- 
publican Party is making a mistake in trying 
through misstatements and prejudice to win a 
political advantage. This makes me feel that 
the weight of evidence is in favor of supporting 
the Democratic ticket. The Republicans 
cannot make the workingmen believe that 
high wages depend upon a high tariff. 
Germany has a preteciive tariff, yet wages are 
lower there than in free-trade England. The 
rate of wages depends upon protection and 
other conditions besides the tariff. American 
manufacturers do not pay any higher wages 
than they are sompelled to pay, and they do 
not favor putting any obstacles in the way of 
the free importation of the pauper labor, which 
some persons are so fond of taiking about, and 
which competes with American labor. Ag re- 
gards appeals to prejudice the talk about 
‘Southern Brigadiers’ and the cards bearing an 
English flag emblazoned ‘free:trade,’ and bear- 
ing extracts from tree trade English papers 
which the Republicans are circulating among 
our Irish friends are an example. They must 
have a low estimate of the intelligence of our 
Irish population to think such arguments wiil 
not react. { 

“Nothing will win in the long run but trath, 
justice, and reason, and these are on the side of 
revenue reform and a reduction of taxation. 
Free raw materials will help rather than hurt 
our manufacturers, and a reduction of duties on 
those articles which are cornered by trusts and 
unduly enhanced in cost to consumérs can be 
protected, and surely consumers are entitled to 
some protection as well as manufaeturers. 

‘Every farmer, every wage earner, and every 
person with a fixed income is interested in mak- 
jug that income go as far as possible in securing 
the necessities and comforts of lite. The Demo- 
cratic policy tends in this direction, while the 
Republican policy would tax necessities and re- 
move the tax from whisky, the thing which by 
common consent is heavily taxed the worl 
pver. 

“f have tried to take a fair, dispassionate 
view of the situation, and it seems to me that 
the public welfare will be best served by giving 
the Democrats another chance for another four 
years, and if they are beaten in this contést it 
will be becanse wealth, ( gerapores manufacturers 
of botn parties misled or bulldozed their em- 
ployes te vote against their best interest 
and those of wage earners in general. I even 
believe it will be for the interests of those very 
mavufacturers to have the Democratic ticket 
win, for if they gueceed in damming up ,.and 
holding back now the sentiment‘in favor of rev- 
enne reform and reduced taxation it will result 
in evntinued agitation, and ultimately ina more 
sweeping reform than public sentiment will ae-.

THE WALDRON SOANDAL. 


HE IS CREDITED WITH ‘ CAPTURING 


ABOUT $125,000. 

DETROIT, Aug. 29.—The Waldron esca- 
pade at Hillsdale has transferred its headauar- 
ters temporarily to this city. The Hon. Ezra 
L. Koon, the partner of the absconding banker 
in the Waldron Bank, at Hillsdaie; Burr Northb- 
rop, his partner in the savings bank at Reading, 
and V. V. BiqwelJ, husband of the fugacious 
woman mixed up in the case, are all in town 
with business in their eyes and in every move- 
ment. Mr. Koon said to-day, ‘‘I am ‘personally 
stuck for $40,000 to $50,000 if held responsible 
forall the firm paper sold. Waldron took $14,- 
000-in negotiable notes and $6,000 in cash from 
the bank. He secured about $25,000 of our 
cash deposits in Detroit and $20,000, as far as 


heard from,on the firm’s notes, partly secured 
by collaterals taken from the Hillsdale bank. At 
Chicago he obtained $10,000 in tirm 
notes and $10,000 more on _ individual 
netes from S. A. Kean &Co. Besides some local 
business of this character probably other deals 
of the same kind will come in. He had been 
working up the thing two weeks, and every 
inch of his land had been converted into money. 
On the 20th Waldron went to F. W. Stock, a 
miller at Hillsdale, and wanted to loan him 
$10,000, and Stock agreed to take it, and gave 
his note for that amount, Waldron gave him a 
cheek on the First National Bank of Toledo, 
where he said he had a deposit. Waldren sold 
this note in Detroit. The check was thrown out 
at Toledo, as he had no meney there. Stock at 
ouce attached property in Hillsdale that will 
fully protect him, and only a few hours after 
deeds of the attached property were 
ord transferring if to Detroit parties. 

Mr. Koon to-day places the total amount that 
Waldron has got away with at $100,000, includ- 
ing hisown money. It has been learned also 
that deeds were put on record, many made 
to Theodore H. Hinchman of Detroit, that were 
given @ year ago, but withheld from reeord 
“until a certain occasion should arise.” Mr. 
Hinchman said, but refused to state what the 
nature ef that occasion was to be. It was sub- 
sequently learned that this transaction was to 
protect the Merchants and Manutaecturers’ Na- 
tional Bank of this elty for money advanced, 
Mr. Hinchman being ita President. It was fur- 
ther definitely learned this afternoon that the 
total sum sécured by Waldron from different 
Detroit banks was $125,000. The banks all 
claim to be fully secured by bonds, mortgages, 
and.real estate, and that.is probably the case. 

Waldron had little difficulty in obtaining what- 
ever money he wanted, as his reputation asa 
close and shrewd business man was of the very 
best, and he had long been connected with the 
banking business at Hilledale. He was rated 
by Dun & Oo. as of the highest credit and as 
worth $300,000 to $500,000. Of eourse, as it 
turns out, he was vastly overrated. The savings 
bank at Reading has not opened since Monday, 
whenit shutdown. Its deposits are stated to 
reach $30,000 to $40,000, owing in moderate 
— te farmers in all the country round, a rich 

arming region. There is great excitement in 
the tewn, the scared depositors swarming in in 
great nbumbers, , 

Northrup, the partner there, declares his 
willingness and ability to payinfull. It now 
tarns out that the trouble invaded the Waldron 
household very naturally two years ago 
when hé and the Bidwell woman became 
unnecessarily intimaet while the Bidwell 
family lived at Hillsdale.

If he had been some- 
what more liberal in his terms she would have 
accepted, a8 the conduct of the guilty pair was 
very open and caused much scandal, te the in- 
temae mortification of Mrs. Waldren, who isa 
woman of the highest character, moving in the 
best religious and social circles and greatly 
esteemed. 

The moving away of the Bidwells brought a 
cessation of goal, and domestic affairs in the 
Waldron household moved along more serenely. 
Subsequent stelen visits indulged in by the two 
parties to the scandal were so far of an iHicit 
character as not te come to the knowledge of 
the injured wife, upon whom the present state 
of things burst as a new and great trouble. 
There are those who think that Waldren hag 
been taken in by the woman, who is described 
as having a decided penchant for such liaisons, 
which have occurred before in her somewhat 
eheckered history. She is said to be a hand- 
some brunette, about 30, sharp and witty, and 
has of late years been far better dressed than 
her husband’s business would seem to warrant 
As for the latter, it is further averred that 
he has been paid a salary by Waldron to 
run the grocery business at Hillsdale ever 
since they moved to that piace last Fall, and 
that among other considerations he was to look 
after the childrex and not let them be incon- 
veniently under foot when Waldron made his 
oceasienal visits to the female partnerin that 
heusehold. He seems to have fared very well 
and is not apparently weighed down with sor- 
row or anxiety on aceount of the turn aftairs 
have taken. Waldron and the woman, it is 
learned to-day, were registered at a hotelin 
Windsor, opposite this city, last Friday, but left 
that might, no one knows whither. It is be- 
lieved, however, that ke is now in Montreal.

RESULTS OF THE EARLY 
POLICY. 
XIX, 

It isa common thing for champions of a 
| protective policy for its own sake to attribute 
the development of industries and the prosper- 
ity of the country previous to 1846 to the taxes 
put upon foreign trade, How much that policy 
may have stimulated the growth of certain 
manufactures and added to the population of the 
country by attracting foreign operatives and 


certainly had effect in that direction. But that 
would surely have been a period of rapid growth 
in any event. The use of steam for transporta- 
tion on land and water and as a motive power 
for machinery, the invention of the cotton gin 
and improvements in all kinds of labor-saving 
machines, the disappearance of old interna- 
tional troubles, the growing knowledge of the 
resources and advantages of our land 
and the consequent coming of enter- 
prising and thrifty people from other 
countries, and the fuller appreciation 


of the encouraging effect of free gowernment 
and inatitutions—all these: things weuld surely 
have given the country a period of rapid growth 
and great prosperity. Whether in the end it 
would have been greater or less without the 
protective policy no man can tell, but the estab- 
lishment of the manufactures subject to pro- 
tection would not have come so s00n or 80 ran- 
idly. Industrial development would have been 
on somewhat different lines, but it would hardly 
have been lessin time, and the industries for 
whieh the country was adapted would surely 
have been established seoner or later, and 
would doubtless have flourished in a more 
healthy manuer if there had been no restriction 
upon trade. 

But this is a matter of speculation, The pro- 
tectionists claiin that the growth and prosperity 
were due to proteetion and the free traders de- 
clare that the country would have been better 
off without 1t Wno can tell? But the infant 
industries were established before 1840, and if 
they were such as the country:could profitably 
carry on they could heneeferth go alone and 
grow in health and vigor. If they were not such 
as the country eould profitably carry on, they 
could only be sustained at the expense of other 
industries, and asa permauent policy that was 
neither profitable nor expedient. It was gen- 
erally recognized after 1842 that protection had 
done its legitimate werk, and that to continue it 
on thé old ground would be costly and unprofit- 
able. It was not to be withdrawn, but moder- 
ated. The consequences of everprotection’ had 
begun to be felt and the necessity of wider mar- 
kets was recognized. 

The tariff of 1846, knewn as the Walker tariff, 
was intended to levy taxes on imports * fer rev- 
enue only,”/and it is often called a ‘free-trade 
tariff,” but it was still decidedly protective, be- 
cause it retained duties on a large variety of for- 
elgn produets whieh competed with our own 
manufactures and for the purpose of restricting 
the competition. For the firat time it.elassified 
imported goods under different “schedules,” 
and fixed a uniform rate according to value 
upon the articles in each schedule. Schedule C 
contained all manufactures of metals, weod, 
wool, leather, paper, and glass, subject to a 
duty of 30 per cent., and cotton manufactures 
were in schedule D, subject to a duty of 25 per 
cent. These included most of the articles, of 
importance in the protection eontroversy, and 
the reductions effected were considerable. 

This tariff reform act, following the period of 
comparatively high protection, affords a means 
of studying the effect ef tariff legislation ana 
testing the ,value of “scares” about reducing 
duties. In the period that followed, down to 
1860, in spite of a financial panic in 1857, with 
which the tariff had nothing to do, and the dis- 
tracting sectional eontroversies that sprang up, 
our growth and prosperity continued with in- 
creasing speed. The opponents of the act of 
1846 had declared that it woula ruin our indus- 
tries, reduce Wages, deprive workmen of em- 
ployment, and bring on dire disaster. The cen- 
sus statistics of 1860 cover the period from 1849 
to 1859, whem the Walker tamff was in full 
effect. They show that the value of woolen 
manufactures inereased 42 per cent., the 
number of hands employed in them 1819 per 
cent. and the amount paid in wages 37 per 
cent. The increase in New-England, where 
the manufacture was most concentrated, was 
still greater, and the greatest improvement was 
in the rate of wages. The cotton manufactures 
increased 77 per cent. in the value of prod- 
uets, 2819 in the number of hands employed, 
and 39 in the amount of wages paid, the in- 
crease being greatest in New-Engiand. There 
was a still larger increase-in the making of 

Dboets and shoes and hardware and many ether 
miscellaneous articles. The increase in pro- 
ductien of iron and the things made from it 
went on steadily. The exportation of cotton 
fabrios increased from about $4,000,000 worta 
in i to $8,000,000 in 1859, and $11,000,000 
in 


It weuld be foolish to attribute the continued 
growth of industries and prosperity after 1846 
to the change in the tariff law, but it shows at 
least that the reduction ef taxes was not disas- 
trous, and it seems to indicate thatit hada 
wholesome effect. At all events the country ap- 

ears to have been persuaded of this, for in 
7857 an act was passed almost without opnosi- 
tion putting additional articles on the free list, 
and making a nearly uniform or “horizontal” 
reduction of 20 per cent. in the duties on other 
articles. The immediate reason for passing this 
was the excess of revenue that was coming into 
the Treasury. Representatives of the New- 
England manufactures who had opposed the 
tariff of 1846, and feared its effects, favored the 
amendment of 1857 making a further reduction 
in duties because they were then convinced that 
their interests had been benefited. 

What are we to conclude frem this bit of his- 
tory? Certainly not that high duties are neces- 
sarily beneficial after industries are fully estab- 
lished, and that the reduction of taxes on im-

‘HIS RESIGNATION STILL AN UNSOLVED 
MYSTERY—MORE IRISH EVICTIONS— 
FISHERY TREATY REWARDS. 

Lonpon, Aug. 29.—Mr, Gladstone has an 

’ article in the Nineteenth Cenlury entitled ‘* Mr, 

Forster and Ireland.” He aeclares that his aim 

is to place clearly before the world the episode 

of Mr. Parnell’s release from Kilmainham Jail 
and Mr, Forster’s connection therewith. Mr.

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RAILWAY MANAGEMENT, % 
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THAT MANITOBA STRUGGLE. 
RIVALS STILL AT IT AND EACH CON- 

FIDENT OF SUCCESS. 
WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Aug. .29,—Col. W. 
P. Clough, Vice-President of the Manitoba 
Road, is in the city. Being interviewed he 
stated that the object of his visit was in eon- 
nection with the railway question. He was 
now engaged in formulating a specific effor 
which would be submitted to the Manitoba 
Government. “The proposition which I -will 
make,” said Mr. Clough, ‘‘ will be recognized by 
every Manitoban as being much more valuable 
to the province and its people than the proposed 
Northern Pacific contract.” In the matter of 
rates to lake points his road was able 
to compete with the Northern Pacifie, 
and they had equal Eastern connec- 


tions, besides possessing a fleet of steel 
steamships, which piy between Duluth and Buf- 
falo in 75 hours. © did ifot feel at liberty to 
state the general features of the proposition he 
would make to the Manitoba Government, but 
should not ask the proviso to build railroads 
and give them to his road, as it was proposed 
to do with the Northern Pacific Company. He 
denied that the Canadian Pacifie people con- 
trolled the Manitoba Road to such an extent 
that no competition between the two systems 
could be expected. Seventy-five per cent. of 
the Manitoba stock was held by Americans, and 
no Canadians were on the Directorate of the 
road," Coneluding, Mr. Clough said: ‘ There 
will be no harm at this time in stating that 
tbe passing by the Provincial Legislature of 
various acts four lines to the border during the 
past three years was procured at the instance 
of the Manitoba Company to enable it to reach 
the tratfic of the province, and but for the dis- 
aliowance of these measures by the Dominion 
Government the Manitoba Company wouid 
have been in the province long ago. On ac- 
count of the well-known policy of the Do- 
minion Government the Manitoba Company has 
been forced to stop at the boundary line, and 
there take from and deliver to the Canadian Pa- 


_citie Railroad sueh traffic as has suited the 


pleasure of the latter, and on the latter’s own 
terms. The Manitoba Company has not been 
any more able to compete with the Canadian 
Pacific for the traffic of this province than has 
the Northern Pacific since the latter entered 
the Lower Red River Valley. Like the Manitoba 
Company the Northern Pacific has a line to the 
boundary, but not much freight to orfrom Win- 
nipeg has passed over the route.” 


St. Pau, Minn., Aug. 29.—Coufisel Me- 
Naught of the Northern Pacific Road returned 
this morning from Winripeg, where he has been 
busily engaged iu completing the details of the 
contract between the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company ‘and the Manitoba Government. When 
seen at noon Mr. MoNaught seemed quite elated 
over his success and confident of an early con- 
summation of the deal. In substance he said: 
** Yes, the contract 1s now complete and reduced 
to writing. It was laid before the Provincial 
Legislature yesterday and final action upgn it 
is expected soon. Of eourse the main feature 
of the contract is the transfer to us of the Red 
River Valley Road from Pembina to Winnipeg 
and the extension of 51 miles from Winnipeg, 
which the Government is now building. We 
agree also te build a line from Winnipeg, 135 
miles northwest to Portage La Prairie, and we 
guarantee very low maximum rates from nerth- 
western points to Duluth. The Manitoba Gov- 
ernment officials have been taking note of 
every objection made by the opponents of the 
measure, and every one that appeared valid 
has been removed by modifying thecontract, as 
originally proposed, in a few particulars, and 
explaining some details that were not entirely 
clear before. But no material alterations have 
been made because the Government believes, as 
the fact really is, that we are acting in good 
faith. Cel. W. P. Clough of the St. Paul, 
Minxeapolis and Manitoba Road. went to 
Winnipeg to make the Government an offer in 
behalf of his company for the Red River Valley 
line. He made them an offer several days ago, 
butit was rejected. This new offer is probably 
the result of a combination between the Mani- 
toba Road and the Candian Pacific to out us out. 
These two roads have had a monopoly of the 
business of the province for so long that they 
naturally object very strongly to our getting a 
foothold there. The Manitoba Road has been 
using the Canadian Pacific tracks into Winni- 
peg for years, and the two roads have divided 
the profits of the provincial business. I have 
no doubt whatever that the Manitoba Legisla- 
ture will ratify our contract. I think the final 
vote wilt stand about 28 te9infavor of ratifi- 


cation, 

PRESIDENT R. S. HAYES TALKS, 

St. Pavut, Aug. 29.—President R. S. 
Hayes ofthe St. Paul and Duluth was at his 
desk at the general offices of the company yes- 
terday, having come to St. Paul according to 
previous arrangement te remain for some time. 
The reports coneerning the 8t. Paul and Duluth’s 
position toward the proposed combination of 
the Chicago lines have been conflicting. Mr. 
Hayes was asked te give official information on 
the subject. He said that he had declined to go 
into the agreement to raise rates from the East, 
and that he had heard nothing more from the 
committee appointed to consult with him. He 
thought that rates this year had been ruinously 
low, and St. Paul jobbers seemed to be willing 
for the roads to maintain living rates so long as 
the twin cities were properly treated. 

Mr. Hayes was also.asked about the reperts 
which have been current for some time that his 
policy was not to carry out .the extensive im- 
prevements planned and begun by nis prede- 
cessors. Hesaid that the improvements were 
to be completed, the only changes being those 
ot judgment which he, asa life-long engineer, 
had inetituted wherever he differed in opinion 
from the engineer in charge. Hesaid the grades 
were to be reduced all along the line and the 
double track built to White Bear. 

Mr. Hayes had en his desk eontracts which he 
was making for his new iron bridges across the 
principal streams on the main line, such as the 
Snake, Grindstone, Kettle, and 8t. Louis Rivers. 
The rumor that Vice-President and General 
Manager Fisher was about to leave the company 
was broughs to Mr. Hayes’s attention, but he 
declined to say anything about it. 

The conciusion arrived at by Mr. Hayes to 
atay out of a combination with the Chicago lines 
is'a very satisfactory one to St. Paul and Min- 
neapolis jobbers, but that it is good policy tor 
the company there can be no doubt. While, 
therefore, the St. Paul and Duluth has had 
hearly a8 monepoly or the business between St. 
Paul and the head of Lake Superior, such a con- 
dition of things will not always betrue. The 
Eastern Minnesota is about completed,and J. J. 
Hillis about to become a facter 1n this traffic. 
He has established extensive terminals at Supe- 
rior, a8 Well as aline of boats to the lower lakes, 
and the completion of his line to Duluth will be 
another stumbling block in the way of the Chi- 
cago lines,

TARIFF TALK IN CHICAGO. 

CuicaGco, Aug. 29.—The supplement to 
the new transeontinental tariff giving rates on 
business originating at Chicago and destined 
for Pacific coast points was received here to- 
day, Itshows that the situation is not so bad 
for Chicago as has been represented, but the 
merchants of this city say they still have eause 
to complain that they are discriminated against 
and New-York favored. It is asserted that if 
the proposed rates are put into éffect some im- 
portant business interests of the city will be 
injured, and the jobbing trade will be cut off 
from truns-Missouri River business on a num- 
ber of articles extensively manufactured here, 


such as matches, lubricating oils, wood carpet, 
syrups, preserves, burial cases, musical instru- 
meats, &c. The rates are gtill higher from Chi- 
cago to Pacific coast peints than from New-York 
to the same destination. For instance, the 
Chicago rate on lubricating eil is $1 85, 
while the New-York rate is 8212 cents; on wood 
carpet the charge is $2 70 from Chicago and 
$2 50 from New-York; on oil cans $3 40 from 
Chicago and $2 from New-York; burial cases, 
$5 85 from Chicage and $3 50 from New-York; 

reserves, $1 85 from Chicago and $1 60 from 

New-York, and pianos, $3 90 from Chicago and 
$3 50 from New-York. From a Chicago stand- 
point the worst feature lies in the fact that not 
only will this city be cut off from business to the 
Pacific coast, but also toa wide territory, ex- 
tending almost to the Missouri River. The 
agents of roads leading west from Chieago say 
they will ignore the proposed tariff. A meeting 
of shippers and railroad men will be held on 
Friday, when Chairman Midgely will be given 
an opportunity to explain his position on the 
question of transcontinental rates.

It is supposed that the Santa F6 carried 5,000 
cars, 150,000 head, into the territory, anda has 
contracts to carry this immense live tonnage to 
Market. Another claim is that the war was 
precipitated by accident; that the Rock Island 
telegraphed to ask a seventy-dollar rate from 
Caldwell, Kan., b by an error the figures 
were changed to $50, and before being discov- 
ered 3,000 head of cattle had been contrained 
at that figure.

my associates to tell you. I never made this 
statement before, but as I have been misquoted 

I take this opportunity to square myself with 
the Pittaburg public.

think the Cleveland Club will quit at the end of 
this season, and I regard their asking leave to

_farin that trade. Mentn Fulton and Washing- 
ton Markets who have been long in the business 
say the belief that oysters are not edible in 
months without the R is fastdying out. Be- 
tween the months of April and September they 


are not as plentiful nor as fat as during the 


oyster season, so-called, but they are every 
whit a8 good in flavor and quality. 

Speaking in a general way yesterday about 
the present oyster outlook a dealer of Washing- 
ton Market, who maprsios newerons steamship 
lines and hotels throughout the year, said: 
A moe sareer portion of oysters used “here in the 
Summer are from Virginia. Many, however, 
are from the waters near Keyport, N. J., where 
they were planted earlf in the Spring, but are 
aned only in the Summer. Along the south side 
‘of Long Island oysters of a fine quality are pro- 
cured. Chief among these are the Rockaways, 
which are gathered from Rockaway Inlet along 
the shore as far as Freepert. Throughout this 
district are many new beds which give promise 
of a good yield. a rye are now paying 
more attention to planting new beds and: im- 

roving the quality of seeds than formerly. 
This is especially noticeable at Oyster Bay, 
where the oystermen are compelled vo pay taxes 
on their beds. This seems tair, beoause an. 
oysterman can Make more money from his bed 
than a farmer from his farm, though it be four 
bars ef large. 

“A good supply of Blue Points come from 
Patchogue, Oakdale, ani Sayville in the Great 
South Bay. Samples recently taken from the 
beds prove that the quality is much better than 
it has been for years, Oysters from the Shrews- 
bury River and the New-Jersey coast are very 
fine and plentiful. ; 

“Phe bulk of the oysters used during ‘the 
coming month will be from. Rockaway, Prin- 
ce’s Bay, and Keyport. Long Island Sound 
oysters, known as East River oysters, will not 
be in the market in large quantities until prob- 
ably the 1st of November. During the latter 
part of the Winter and the early Spring a large .

THE MURPHY MECHANIOAL LADDER. 

John 8. Ebert of 442 Water-street has 
just completed the building of a new fire ladder 
and water tower, called the Murphy mechanical 
ladder and water tower, of which J, M. Murphy, 
assistant foreman of Engine No. 7 of this city, 
is the inventor. The apparatus will receive a 
private test at the shops to-day, and at 4 e’clook 
to-morrow afternoon a publica exhibition will 
be given at the old sugar house at the foot of 
One Hundred and Fifty-eighth-street, North 
River. This is Mr. Murpby’s nineteenth patent 
of inventions of this character, and so sanguine 
are his friends of its ultimate success thata 
firm has been formed for their manufacture, of 
which Eugene M. Jerome is a member. 

The ladder consists of three parts—hooks, 
beams, and a carriage—and is manipulated by 
ropes and pulleys. The carriage, which is enly 
large enough for two men to stand upun, has 
two stationary butts, to which two hoses are 
to be attache It is held out from the building 
‘by two wheels, which also facilitate the raisin 
and lowering of the carriage. To the bottom o 
the carriage is attaehed a Jacob's lad@er, down 
which imprisoned tenants may escape. The 
whole apparatus, with ropes, weighs 246 
pounds, the carriage itself, weiching but 96 
pounds. It is estimated that four men, aside 
trom the two on the carriage, will be requirea 
to operate it. 

Mr. Murphy leaves with his machine Saturday 
for Montreal, where he goes to compete with 
the Barge-Greenleaf water tower and the Hayes, 
France & Gearson, and Bailey ladders on Sept. 
8, 4, and 5.

with fraudulent use of the mails, Morse adver- 
tises himself as a consulting chemist and expert, 
and the real cause of his arrest seems to have 
een a trap which E. Layviolette, a druggist of 
Mount Vernon, who manutactures a perfumery 
specialty in the way of oil of Florida water, laid 
.for him, and in which he got caught. 
Early in July Mr. Laviolette received an unso- 
licited recommendation of his oil ef Florida 
water from Morse, accompanied by a letter in 


which the Jatter said that ‘any ehanges or cor- 
reotions will be welcomed, and if it will be of 
any advantage to you, it may-be retained, .for 

10, two-fifths. of my regular laboratory fée.” 

r. Laviolette recognized Morse’s name as. the 
one that was attached to a long certificate of 
“Scotch Oats Essence” after the Druggists’ Cir- 
vcular had. made an onslaught on.that article be- 
cause of the morphine the chemists found in it. 
Mr. Laviolette, in consequence of this, took his 
unasked-for recommendation from 
the editor of the Cireular, and _ it 
awas then decided te test Mr. Morse’s abilities. 
. Mr. Laviolette procared a bottle of oll ef bay 
“Yeaves, which is something entirely different 
from oil of Florida water. Part of this oil of 
bay leaves was sent to Morse labeled ‘Oil of 
Florida Water.” This was accompanied by a 
letter from Laviolette asking for an analysis. 
. The remainder of the oil of bay leaves was left 

with a friend of Laviolette for use as evidence. 

In due time the Mount Vernon druggist re- 
ceived from Morse a document that was marked 
‘* Laboratory Certificate No. 2,508. Issued July 
25, 1888.” This certificate gave Laviolette’s 
oil of Florida water the strongest kind of a rec- 
ommendation, although the specimen sent him 
for analysis was not ofl of Florida water at all, 
but ofl of pay leaves. The certificate placed 
Laviolette’s article far above those of other 
manufacturers. The matter was then laid be- 
fore Anthony Comstock, and he decided to pro- 
ceed against. Morse for fraudulent use of the 
United States mails. 

A warrant was procured from United States 
Commissioner Keasby of Newark, and Tuesday 
night Morse was brought before him and: held 
fer examination until to-day, in default of 
$2,000 bail. Much correspondence passed be- 
tween Morse and Laviolette. This has all been col- 
lected by the Druggists’ Circular, and besides be- 
ing published will be used in evidence against 
Morse, who claims that the charge is trumped 
up. He says it is possible that he may be an im- 
portant witness in a suit pending, and the pur- 
pose of his arrest is to invalidate his testimony.

BRUNSWICK HOTLL. 
PRESIDENT DUNCAN ADDRESSES HIS 


MAKES A FEW REMARKS. 

To the unscientific laymg i the corridors 
and reoms on the parlor floor vo. the Hotel Brans- 
wick presented 4 most bewilaering appearance 
at noon yesterday. Inthe big banquet hall over 
200 men, many of whom had. high, broad fore- 
heads and whose silvery hairs betokened age 
and wisdom, sat in chairs, semi-cireularly ar- 
ranged about a platform, upon which. was 
seated S. A. Duncan, President of the Naflonal 
Electric Association. They were the delegates 
to the ninth semi-annual convention of tho 


on the same floor were collected all varieties of 
electrieal apparatus, giving that part of the big 
hotel the appearance of having been trans- 
formed into a wonderful electrical exhibition. 
There were batteries, dynamos, lamps, carbons, 
wires, conduits, and ‘motors in almost endless 
array, all of which were inspected with a very 
apparent interest by all who knew enough to 
appreciate their several merits. 

It was just 12 o'clock when President Duncan 
called the convention to order. The formality 
had just been completed when a man whose 
sparkling eyes almost.gave the lie to the years 
his whitened locks and beard betrayed entered 
the room. Instantly there arose a tumult of 
cheers, which lasted for several minutes after 
the gentieman had seated himself on the plat- 
form beside President Duncan. The venerable 
new-comer was Mayor Hewitt, and he was there 
to bid the delegated scientists welcome to the 


city. After the enthusiasm over the Mayor's 
Sp pearance had subsided, Président Duncan 
proceeded to read his semi-annual address. 

~~ There was ample reason, that gentleman said, 
for the members of the association to congratu- 
late themselves over the progress that had been 
made since the last meeting, six months ago. 
In February last, he stated, there were 4,000 
isolated electric lighting plants and central sta- 
tions in the United States, which operated 
175,000 are lights and 1,750,080 incandescent 
lights. Since then there have been added 1,361 
new isolated plants and stations, operating 
85,201 are lights and 392,944 incandescent 
lights. A complete record of these plants and 
stations was kept, and it could be positively 
stated that at the present time there were no 
less than 5,351 plants and stations in the coun- 
try, operating every night 192,500 arc and 
1,925,000 incandescent lights. There are also, 
the speaker continued, 459,495 horse power. of 
ateam engines devoted to electrie lighting. In 
the year 1888 enough coal would be used 
to feed these engines to make a solid 
column of fuel 100 feet square and over 
a mile high. During the past = six 
months the capital invested in the electric 
lighting companies of the United States had 
been increased to the extent of $42,210,100. 
Eventhese large figures, however, fatled to de- 
monstrate how largely the électrical industries 
have been developed during the six months just 
passed. In hoe last there weré in this 
country 34 electric railways, having 138 miles 
of single track, operating 223 motor cars, and 
utilizing 4,180 horse power for stationary steam 
engines. There are now in process of construc- 
tion 49 new roads, with an aggregate of 189 
miles of single track, and which will operate 
244 motor cars. All these, taking tke éutire 
year vf 1888, will carry a_ total of 17,045,500 
passengers, In addition to these figures 1t could 
be stated that there are several factories, each 
of whom ewpluy as many as 1,500 men, engaged 
in the manufacture of stationary motors, 

The increased operations, the President said, 
had greatly stimulated capital, and he had no 
doubt that within «short time all of the large 
cities of. the country would have their power 
stations of many horse power each to distrib- 
ute electric energy throughout every ramifica- 
tien of industry. So rapid a development of 
this new industry should be an admonition to 
the electric-lighting companies to reap the har- 
vest while itis ripefor their siokles, and not 
wait for competitors ge comeinto their fleld in 
the shape of power stations, for these people, 
once established, willreach out and take ina 
jlarge proportion of the electric-liguting busi- 
ness. 

At the conclusion of his address President 
Dunean introduced Mayor Hewitt and another 
outburet of cheering followed the introduction, 
Mayor Hewitt arose, bowed, and told the dele- 
gates that his duty to the associatien was as 
easy as it was agreeable. He was there, he 
said, staply to bid them welcowe and tender to 
them, as ayor, such hospitality as lay in his 
power to bestow. He supposed, he said, that 
the delegates were hero to take account of stock, 
to find out,as it were, how much they didn’t 
know, quite as much as to let each other know 
how much they did know. As for himself, on 
various public occasions he had had occasion te 
say that he didn’t know anything about 
electric lighting, a statement that had been 
received with incredulity, but the delegates 
would know that he was right. Mayor Hewitt 
compared the developments of the powers ef 
electricity and their application to practical 
uses to those of the ateam engine. No one 
could tell, he said, what this new electrical 
force would do for the world. Ne man could 
say how it was to be enriched, developed, glori- 
fled, and raised from the poverty whlvb en- 
velops it in various parts of the world. If 
electricity were free to all men, like air and 
water, on tap as it were, was it not apparent 
he asked, that all monopoly would cease 
Monopoly was but the concentration of power, 
andift power was available to all men alike 
could it not be readily seen that all inequality 
of fortune would cease? The world would be 
better. he thought, for the development of 
this science, hence he welcomed to the city 
those who came with a gospel as apostles of a 
new dispensation, whose arguments monopoly 
could not withstand, and whose attacks would 
revolutionize the world and regenerate so- 
olety. 

Referring to the overhead wires in the 
streets, Mayor Hewitt said that they did not 
present a pleasant spectacle, but any man who 
would disturb them before something better 
could be found, and proved to be fouad, would 
be a@ barbarian. Still, like the Mayor, the 
would have to go; but the Mayor was teo ol 
to go at a 2:40 gait, and he liked to see bis way 
clear before taking important steps. He be- 
lieved it was possible to put under ground all 
wires of low-tension currents, and, be hoped, 
of high-tension currents as well. He had been 
condemned, he supposed, for not coercing the 
lighting companies to put their wires under 
ground, but he had learned that a part of true 
wisdom was to go slowly and to besure of 
your facts before attempting to revolutionize 
the universe. If it were in his power to do 
so he would not compel these companies to 
bury their wires until the means for doing s0 
successfully had been tested. He would con- 
sider himself an everlasting fool doomed to per- 

etual seclusion should he dosucha thing. The 
.egisiature had appotnces four men to look 
atter this matter who did not know anything 
about it. He was one of them, he said, and that 
was why he spoke sofrankly. The newspapers 
had been filled with sensational articles about 
the danger from the wires, but he hoped noman 
would allow himself to be dragooned by the 
press into doing what he believed to be wrong. 
As a matter of fact, fewer deaths had been 
caused by wires than by any other means of 
inter-communication or transportation. As an 
illuminating agency electricity was undoubted- 
ly cheaper than any other known, 

In conclusion, Mayor Hewitt hoped the con- 
vention would discuss the question of under 
ground wires very fully, that tke city might 
have the benetit.of its knowledge. Mr. Hewitt 
alluded to the millionaire who in Saratoga gave 
away Valuable goms te strangers and regretted 
that he was 150 miles away when these gifts 
were made. He tried to get there, he said, but 
failed. He hoped his Sakasgues of the Subway 
Commission had had better luck than he had. 

When Mayor Hewitt had tinished he walked 
out of the room and routine work was taken wu 
and the standing committees made their severa 
reports. When these were concluded a paper 
Was read by the Secretary on the subject of 
* Petroleum Fuel,” which had been sent to the 
convention by S. 8. Leonard of Minneapolis, 
Miun., Who was unable toattend, Mr. Leonard's 
experiments had shown that petroleum was 
from 20 to 25 per cent. cheaper than coal, and 
saved 15 to 20 per cent. in the cost of handling. 
Besides, it gave an even fire under the boilers 
and therefure @ more uniform pressure of steam, 
so essential Im working dynames, The paper 
was freely discussed, the only criticism being 
that petroleum was likely to burn the boilers, 
but even this was combated on all sides by men 
who had used the petroleum successfully on 
their own plants, The general opinion was, in 
fact, that Mr. Leonard’s claims were fully 
sustained. 

An invitation from tha Alecirical Review to 
visit *‘Nero,” at St. George, last night was ac- 
copted, and at 3:15 the convention adjourned 
until this morning, when the important subject 
of underground wires will be discussed.

Frankfort-street. Mr. Benas was not in, but his 
younger brother, Charlie, and two office boys 
were. Mr, Fleron, on entering, pulled outa 
suapiciously fat roll of bills, with a fifty-dellar 
billas the outer skin, and said rapidly, ‘* Give 
me Miss Kytinge’s things.” Charlie, atippoding 
the sixty-dollar debt was to be canceled, im- 
mediately handed over the articles, when 
both gentlemen, ejaculating the monosyllable 
“Skip,” disappeared down stairs, roll of bilis 
and all.

EDWARD F. STEWART’S ALLEGED CRIME 
; WHILE CHURCH TREASURER. 

_ Edward F. Stewart, a traveling salesman 

for Hil) Brothers’ wholesale millinery hotse at 

Broadway and Prince-street, was arrested on 

, Tuesday afternoon om a charge of grand lar 


Peeny. The complaint against him was made by 


Charles E. Hadden, the builder, of 102 South 
Fifth-avenue. The real complainant, however, 
ia the Board of Trustees of the Washbington- 
Square Methodist Episcopal Church. Stewart 
was for some time the Treasurer of the board, 
and it was for a defalcation of $3,100 which, it 
is claimed, he made while acting in that ca- 
pacity that he has been arrested. He is a well- 


dressed, . good-look _man, of,medium height 
and middie age, a p to thé time of his arrest 
had been living with his wife at 125 Berkeley- 
place, Brooklyn. 
he claim, made by the Trustees of the charch, 
= brief, i that he Appropriayed $3,100 which 
ad been intrusted to him to pay off a mertgage 
on the church amounting to that our. The cir- 
cumstanees of the case are peculiar. 
Stewart was one of the most prominent and 
active members of the church. In December of 
that year he was chosen one of the Board. of 
Trustees and subsequently elected Treasurer of 
the chureh. Richard Worthington of the firm 
of Worthington & Co., publishers, at 747 Broad- 
way, is one of the Trustees, and when asked 
about the case yesterday; he said that in Oeto- 
ber, 1884, @ movement was set on foot 
to cle off the eleven-thousand-one-hun- 
dred-dollar debt upon the church at that 
time. This indebtedness consisted of a 
mortgage for $5,000, three trust notes 
of $1, , each and another mort- 
gage for $3,100,-which was held by James M. 
Andersen of One Hundred and Seventy-sizhth- 


. 8treetand Fordhanmi-avenue. All the money 


was raised and placed in Treasurer Stewart’s 
hands. It was then ascertained that on Dee. 
20, 1884, the five-thorsand-dollar mortgage was 
taken up, and before this was done the three 
trust notes were taken care of properly. Later 
on the Treasurer made an entry in his books 
which showed apparently that the thirty-one- 
hundred-dollar mortgage held by Mr. Anderson 
was canceled, and then it was supposed that 
the ehurch was out of debt. About three years 
ago Mr. Stewart moved his-residence from this 
city to Brooklyn. He of course retired from the 
Board of Trustees and took a letter of member- 
pg the church away with him when he 
eft it. 

The congregation of the Washington-Square 
Church did not know that anything was wrong 
with his accounts until one day this Spring, 
when, at the Methodist Conference, in the Metro- 
politan Opera House, John D. Slayback, the 

anker, who is one of the Trustees of the 
chureh, met Mr..Anderson, the holder of the 
three-thousand-one-hundred-dollar mortgage, in 
the lobby, who asked him why the interest on 
his mortgage had not been paid fer several 
months. Mr. Slayback was much surprised and 
explained to Mr. Andefson that he thought the 
mortgage hgd long since been wiped out. Mr. 
Anderson told him that Mr. Stewart, whom he 
supposed to be Treasurer of the chureh, had 
paid the interest on the mortgage semi-annu- 
me until the last payment was due.

He could 
not furnish a bond, however, and he 
remained there until ramet when he 
was taken before Acting District Attorney 
Goff, and his atterney, A. H. Purdy, offered a 
man named Garrison as bondsman.

FULD MAKES A STRONG DEFENSB. 


Louis Fuld and Susan Hendricks, who 
are accused of the murder of Solomon Johnson 
at the woman’s apartments, 239 West Twenty- 
ninth-street, en Tuesday night, were brought 
before Justice Patterson, in the Jefferson Mar- 
ket Police Court, yesterday, and, after examina- 
tion, were turned over to Coroner Levy. Fuld, 
who is a German cigarmaker and waiter, denies 
stoutly the woman’s story that he did the stab- 
bing, and has two important witnesses, who 
claim to have seen him leave the house at least 
an hour before she gave the alarm. They also 
say that the woman's first words were, ‘Sol 
has stabbed bimseif.” 

Fuld claims that he left the place before any 
quarreling occurred and that he knew nothing 
of the murder until he read of it in a morning 
paper. Susan Hendricks, who is a full-blooded 
negress, said Fuldand Jobnson had quarrel 
end that she saw Fuld strike Johnson in the 
breast. She did not see any weapon, but saw 
the biped as it began to flow. She has a bad 
reputation and has served several prison terins 
for larceny and disorderly conduct. Her.last 
exploit was to slash a man with a razor, for 
which she spent 10 montbsin the penitentiary. 
The authorities are decidedly of the opinion 
that she committed the murder. 


A GERMAN VE&TERAN’S DEATH. 


The body of a man who died in Bellevue 
Hospital on Tuesday was yesterday identified 
as that of William Triasler of 341 East Forty- 


sixth-street, who had been missing since Aug, 


20. Mrs. Trissler said that on Aug19 Mr. 
Trissler acted and talked queerly, and on the 
day following started to his former place of 
business, 7 Cornelia-street, to visit his brother, 
but never reached his destination. 

On the 26th Trissler applied for admission to 
the hospital, saying he bad neither money, 
home, nor friends, and he was taken in. 8 4 
was born in Carlsruhe, Baden, in 1823 and was 
one of the refuges of the German revolution of 
1848, a Sereeant in the Third German Cavalry, 
and an intimate friend of Gen Franz Sigel. He 
came to this country in 1863. On his way over 
his wife died, leaving him three children. Ar- 
riving here he began business asa Daker. He 
married a second time and his widow and five 
children survive him. The funeral will take 
place at the house to-morrow and the remains 
will be interred in the Lutheran Cemetery.

WORK OF THE MILLERS. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Aug. 29.—The 
Northwestern Miller says: 

“The idleness of several mills last week was made 
quite apparent in the flour output, the figures bein 
the smaiiest since April. The total production 0 

he week was 145,400 barrels—averaging 24,233 
oe daily—against 164,900 barrels the week be- 
fore and 147,000 for the corresponding time in 1887. 
The mills will not get in much more than half time 
the present week, and the output will be pretty 
light. Beginning to-morrow moruing. the work ot 
cleaning the west side canal will be commenced, 
and tne water will be kept out until Mon- 
day noon—three werking days. As near 
all the mills take power from this canal, 
the greater part of them, 15 in number, will 
be closed down during this period. This will not 
come far from cutting the output in half; at least it 
will probably be under 100,900 barrels for the cur- 
rent week. There are some or the mills which 
would be shut down anyway, and the stop will be 
utilized for ending one crop year and getting ready 
to begin another. Prices of flour have been steadily 
advanced during the week to keep up with wheat, 
and at present rae are generally held at $5 50 
for Boston and New-England points. Urders are 
coming in in an irregtlar way, though, alto- 
gether making a considerable volume. Millers see 
in this the urgent need of flour by buyers, but 
they are holding off long as th 
can, and are buying 
The manufacturers, however, are firm, and stand 
ready to elevate valaes still higher. The export 
trade is still light, though recent sales show that 
present values of flour are more believed in than 
lormerly. Ocean freights have been given another 
heavy advance the past week, and restrict business 
a good deal. The direct exports of flour for the week 
ending Saturday were 46,300 bbls., against 67,800 
the preceding week. As the Spring wheat crop 
matures the extent of the damage from frost be- 
comes more apparent. In Northern Dakota it has 
been more severe, and the more that is known about 
the matter the less favorable becomes the situation. 
Receipts for week ending Aug. 28.—Wheat, 281,680 
pashels: Flour, 1,100 Dbbis; Millstuff, 55 -tons. 
shipments— Wheat, 184,110 bushels; Flour, 136,147 
bbis.; Milletuff. 4,441 tons. Wheat in store—Min- 
neapolis, 3,794,761 bushels; Duluth, 1,187,762; S& 
Paul, 35,000. 





TROUBLESOME SI0U0X. 

CHEYENNE. Wyoming, Aug. 29.—Trouble is 
brewing on the Shoshone reservation, Fremont 
County. The Government issues rations to 900 
Arapahoés and 1,100 Shoshones atthis agency. 
The Sioux visitors of the Arapahoes are at the bot 
tom ofthe trouble. Two white men were found © 
dead near the Rattlesnake Mountains on the reser 
vation, where they were doubtless murdered by the 
Sious, who donned war paint after bein 
off the Shoshone rsservation. Half b hunters 
report the presence of a bend of 160 hostile in- 
dians with the reservation. They ae fully 
armed, bave plenty of ammunition, extra ponies, 
end no women and childreu @leng. To-day five 
Sioux on the reservation were arrested by the in- 
dian agent.
